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TAUNTS BRING 
OUT SILVER MEN, 


They Seek Oppentity to 
Amend the Currency Bill. 


REPUBLICANS HAD DARED THEM 


THEN OBJECTION BY A DEMOCRAT 
SPOILS THEIR CHANCE. 


Heated Debate Causes Startling Re- 
marks by Lentz and All the Other 
Party Leaders Soon Become 
Involved in an Exciting 
Demonstration

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The debate on 
the gold standard bill came to a dramatic 
close late this afternoon with such scenes 
of excitement and confusion as have not 
been seen since the war with Spain was 
declared. The speech-making was over, 
and only a few minutes remained until the 
appointed hour for closing the debate. 
The managers of the bill desired to em- 
phasize the complete abandonment of the 
16 to 1 doctrine, and so the flery Dalzell 
of Pennsylvania taunted the silver men 
for not bringing forward an amendment 
for free silver coinage at 16 to 1. Imme- 
diately the House was in a babel of con- 
fusion. Mr. Bailey of Texas and Mr. 
Richardson of Tennessee shouted them- 
selves hoarse trying to gain recognition 
for a silver amendment, while Mr.: Sulzer 
of New York was so vehement in proposing 
his silver amendment that the Sergeant-at- 
Arms was ordered to put the New York 
member in his seat. The whole House 
was in an uproar and indescribable con- 
fusion prevailed. 

While the silver men were thus shouting 
for recognition, Mr. Driggs of Brooklyn 
and Mr. Levy of New York had inter- 
posed objection to ahy amendment. A 
single objection sufficed, and so the last 
chance of a 16 to 1 amendment disap- 
peared. 

The general debate upon the currency Dill 
closed yesterday and to-day the bill was 
read for amendment under the five-minute 
rule. Under a pro forma amendment Mr. 
Grosvenor of Ohio got the floor to reply to 
ome of the statemenis made by Mr. 
Balley yesterday. He had read a quotation 
from a speech made by ‘Mr. Bailey during 
the debate on the Dingley bill, predicting 
that if that bill failed to bring prosperity 
the Republicans would not live long enough 
to secure an audience from the people upon 
the proposition that they could be made 
happy by increased taxation. In view of 
that prophecy Mr. Grosvenor thought the 
Republicans could view with equanimity 
Mr. Baliley’s forebodings of yesterday. 
(Mr. Clark of Missouri made an amusing 
speech, poking fun at the Republicans for 
their efforts to secure consolation from the 
late elections. It reminded him, he said, 
of the boy who, in response to a guestion 
as to affairs at home, replied: 

“Oh! Very well. Mother and sister are 
Gead, hut we managed to pull the old man 
through.”’

gave it as his opinion that the enactment 
of the bill into law would be of incalculable 
service to the Democratic party in remov- 
ing the money question from politics for 
at least six years. 


Mr. Norton of Ohio e expressed the belief 
that the pending bill was the culmination 
of a gigantic money trust. This trust, he 
declared, was at the foundation of the al- 
liance between Great Britain and the United 
States, which existed at this hour. The 
Republicans jeered this utterance. The 
Democrats gave Mr. pte den of New York 
a round of applause when he announced 
that he would keep step with the national 
Democracy and vote against the bill. 
There were, he thought, some good features 
in the bill which he would vote for. But 
as a whole he would vote against it. 

Mr. Crow of Pennsylvania, in speaking 
for the bill, gave an interesting resume of 
the history of the national debt to show 
that the pledge of the government to pay 
its bonds an redeem the greenbacks in 
“coin” meant “gold.”

Tells New York’s Lieutenant-Governor 
That Root Will Be McKinley’s 
Running Mate.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Senator Hanna 
has in a gentle, kindly ‘way nipped in the 
bud the vice-presidential aspira:ions of 
Lieutenant-Governor Timothy L. Woodruff 
of New York and has made it known to 
Senator Platt that he is in favor of the 
nomination of Elihu Root, Sceretary of 
War, for the. position. 

This information was given to the Licu- 
tenant-Governor by Mark Hanna in an in- 
terview sought by the former. 

“I have come,” said the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, “‘to talk with you, Mr. Hanna, about 
the chances of my being nominated for 
Vice-President.”’ 

“Does that mean,” said Mr. Hanna, “that 
you really want my advice and will follow 
it, Or that you will go off and keep up 
the fight in hope of winning out?” 

“That,”’ replied the Lieutenant-Governor, 
“is a phase of the subject that I do not 
care to discuss just now. The State or- 
ganization is in favor of my nomination 
and I know that I can go to the next na- 
tional! convention with a solid delegation 
behind m me.’ 

“Well,” said Mr. Hanna, “that would 
not do you any good and would only harm 
the State organization. I have been look- 
ing you up and I have talked with warm 
friends of yours. I admit you area bright, 
able man in business, in politics and in ‘the 
various walks of life you have pursued, but 
while you have attained prominence in 
State politics, you are in no way a na- 
tional character, I do not mind telling vou 
that the choice of the national organiza- 
tion will be Mr. Root, who, since he be- 
came Secretary of War, has made an ex- 
cellent impression and who is willing to 
accept the nomination.”’

NEW TORPEDO PERFECTED 


A New York Woman’s Invention 
‘Which May Work Great Results | 
in Warfare.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—A torpedo has been 
perfected by a New York woman which 
may work great results in warfare. The 


woman is Dr. M. J. Alsbau. In its unde- 
veloped state the torpedo was invented by 
Capt. T. Wemyss Just of Tasmania, who 
has been living in New York for a year. 
Two of the wealthy backers of his project 
died and he was helpless, having no friends 
to carry his scheme to success. Then Dr. 
Alsbau went to his assistance. She had 
money, and put up $10,000 for such pre- 
liminaries as getting out patents and mod- 
els. More than this, she is a genius her- 
self in electrical machiner and worked 
out an apparatus for steer ng the torpedo 
without having wires connecting it with 
the boat from which it is sent. 
This was a revelation and perfected the 
torpedo invented by Capt. Just. A romance 
sprang up between the two and they will 
soon ‘be married. 
The United States Government has be- 
come interested in the new torpedo, it is 
said, and will advance $10,000 for experi- 
ments, the inventor having raised $40,000 
incash, A-stock Be ars has been formed, 
capitalized at $1,000,000, to manufacture the 
new projectile. When fired the head of 
the Just-Alsbau -torpedo strikes the ene- 
my’s ship above the waterline, flying’ off 
in advance of the torpedo proper. This 
is intended as a feint. Just after it has 
exploded the nuge torpedo explodes under- 
neath. It is guided by a device based on 
the laws of gravity. 


CHURCHILL 1S RECAPTURED 


Report That the Post-Dispatch Corres- 
pondent Has Been Caught by 
the Boers.

16.—It is rumored that Mr. Churchill, the 
newspaper correspondent who recently es- 
caped from Pretoria, has been captured at 
Waterfalboven, about half way between 
Pretoria and Portuguese territory. 


‘ LONDON, Dec. 17.—A _ special dispatch 
from Pretoria, dated Wednesday, Dec. 13, 
says that before the escape of Mr. Winston 
Churchill he wrote to the Transvaal War 
Office declaring that, as a correspondent, 
he considers his detention as a war pris- 
oner unjustifiable. He expressed in his let- 
ter the highest appreciation of his treat- 
ment. His escape was cleverly executed, 
but there is little chance of his being able 
to cross the border. 


CHOKED A PRISONER TO DEATH 


Five Men Indicted for Killing a Man 
Who Had Eloped With Another 
Man’s Wife. 


LITCHFIELD, Minn., Dec. 16.—John 
Dougherty, Charles Brost, Philipp Rowe, 
Casper Schmidt and William Kickbush have 
been indicted for the murder of a man 
named Miller in the Eden Valley jail. 

Miller had eloped with Schmidt's wife 
and was found an@ locked up. The Grand- 
jury has discovered that a mob broke into 
the jail, choked him to death and left 
his body hanging in his cell. The coroner's 
jury had returned a verdict that Miller 
committed suicide.

Italy’s Courts Try to Reduce 
Power of the Pope. 


HE SAYS HE IS NOT AFRAID. 


LATE ALLOCUTION BRAVES ALL

It Remains to Be Seen Whether King 
Eumbert Will Have the Courage 
to Act in Accordanc2 With the 
Judicial Decisions.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The allocution 
of the Pope is received in ecc-esiastical 
circles with great interest. It is trans.ated 
as a positive reply to the Italian Govern- 
ment. The expression of the Pope is: 
“What hostility have we to fear from them 
when, even in the face of Europe, they 
do not hesitate to violate the senctity of 
the rights and duties which naturally flow 
from apostolic power? Nevertheless, what- 
ever the future may bring, we should cer- 
tainly never, by God's help, be found on 
the side of those who are afraid.” 

Very reczently the High Court of Cassa- 
tion of Italy decided that the Vaticap was 
not entitled to extra territorial rights. 
Some time previous the Vatican had com- 
plained that the sanctity of the mails from 
the Vatitan was not respected. In cer- 
tain proceedings which were brought, the 
Court of Cassation decided that the Vati- 
can was not entitled to the privileges of 
sacred inviplability of their mails, which 
is accorded the representatives of foreign 
powers in Rome. The decision also, in 
essence, disputes the right of the Pope to 
receive deputations, Ambassadors or en- 
voys from the various courts of Europe 
friendly to the Vatican. Italy has made 
no formal protest to the powers concerned, 
but her decision, nevertheless, reduces by 
operation of law the status of the Pope 
from the position of the sovereign of the 
Vatican to that of a mere citizen of Rome, 
subject to all the duties and obligations 
of any other member of the Italian civic 
body. This, of course, is a very far reach- 
ing decision. 

This decision ruptures the guarantees of 
the King of Italy to the sovereign pontiff. 
Coming as it does soon after the protest 
of Italy that the Vatican should not be 
represented at The Hague Peace Confer- 
ence, {t makes the final break of the tacit 
good relations between the Quirinal and the 
Vatican. 

The full story of the refusal to permit 
the Pope to be represented at The Hague 
has never been told. The idea of the con- 
ference was a favorite project of the Pope. 
When the Czar issued his famous invita- 
tion to disarmament, the pontiff was among 
the number Invited. Italy immediately pro- 
tested. By reason of certain secret treaties 
between Italy and Great Britain the latter 
was compelled to support the position of 
Italy. The Czar was, therefore, confronted 
by the proposition to hold the conference 
with Italy and Great Britain not repre- 
sented, or to consent to the exclusion of 


the Pope. After considerable negotiation it 
was decided that it was more important 
to hold the conference between the politi- 
cal powers than to make a stand for the 
rights of the Pope 

hat Italy shia avail herself of this 
opportunity to begin hostilities was not ex- 
pected. The dec ision of the Court of Cas- 
gation is the final step toward the ad- 
vanced position of the Quirinal. The de- 
cided reply on the part of the pontiff brings 
King Humbert face to face with the al- 
ternative to go on toward the logical con- 
clusion of protest against the acknowl- 
edgment of quasi-temporal rights by the 
foreign Governments or to retreat and thus 
negative the decree of his highest a 
The next move on thé part of Italy will be 
looked for with much interest. It will be 
an anomaly, not consistent with good pub- 
lic policy, that the Pope shall be permitted 
to receive ambassadors and envoys from 
the courts of Europe and occupy no other 
status than that of a recalcitrant citizen 
and subject of King Humbert.

Gen. Buller’s report of his losses—a to- 
tal of 1097—in the battle at Colenso Fri- 
day makes the severest Casualty list of the 
war. London waits the list of names with 
keenest apprehension. 

The Queen is heartsick. She. follows the 
news with the keenest anxiety. She com- 
plains of insomnia In court circles it is 
whispered that she bitterly grieves be- 
cause she yielded to the war party pres- 
sure, and they fear that the war may kill 
the aged monarch. 

Panic seized the London stock market 
yesterday morning because of Buller’s re- 
verse, a panic almost unparalleled. The 
scene was like Bedlam. “Kaffirs” fell and 
were simply unsalable. Many men were 
ruined. Wall street prices declined sharp- 
ly on selling orders from Logdon. 

Gen. Buller is sitting to-night in his 
camp at Chievely recuperating his bad- 
ly hammered troops. 

Gen. Lord Methuen showed signs of 
life at Modder River, where for two hours 
his artillery shelled the kopjes. The Boers 
did not reply till the end, when a few 
shots were fired from the center to coax 
the British on: It was merely a reconnois- 
sance. 

No news was received from Gens. Gat- 
acre and French in Cape Colony. Noth- 
ing was heard from the beleaguered 
Ladysmith or Kimberley. 

+ London press comment indicates the 
presence of a fear of attempted European 
intervention. 

Great Britain counts up her losses in 
60 days as over 6000, and the “butchers’ 
bill” is but just begun. 

In a paragraph the story of Buller’s 
disaster may be told. Perhaps 20,000 men 
went into action on the old way of Brit- 
ish fighting—frontal action. Gen. Hart’s 
brigade was driven back with heavy loss 
from one ford of the Tugela River. Gen. 
Hildyard’s brigade got to Colenso. Two 
batteries and six naval guns got into ac- 
tion, only to find themselves targets for 
a galling fire at close range of the Boer 
riflemen. Nearly all the horses were 
killed. With great gallantry the men 
struggled to save their guns, but only 
two could be brought off. Ten guns were 
abandoned and another was wrecked by 
a Boer shell. Haldyard’s brigade had to 
retire, but in good order. Lord Dundon- 
ald’s mounted troops, with Barton’s bri- 
gade, were kept busy repelling a vigorous 
Boer attack on the right flank. After the 


fight had gone on—how long Buller does 
not say—he saw that he was beaten, and 
to avert greater disastet ordered a re- 
treat.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—Gen, Buller’s reverse 
en route to Colenso is recognized as a stu- 
pendous national catastrophe. The press 
calls for calmness and fortitude in the face 
of the misfortune. There is calmness, but 
it is the calmness of stupefaction. The En- 
glishypeople have lost all confidence in their 
generals. The jingo press can only call 
for more men and more guns, but the 
thoughtful people realize that increasing 
the force meang only increasing the sac- 
rifice without any increased hope of euc- 
cess under the commanders who have s0 
gravely blundered: 

Unless some unexpected triumph. sud- 
denly transforms the whole situation it is 
deemed certain that European mediation 
will be. proposed by Russia or France. 

The English prese is united in asseverat- 
ing in all moods and tenses that the war 
must be pursued to a triumphant end, ff It 
costs the last man and the last penny 
Great Britain can provide. 

The very violerice of these protestations 
show the consctousness of weakening, and 
after a fow more experiences like those of 
Gen. Buller, Lord Salisbury will be ready 
erough for mediation, throwing Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain to the wolves al- 
ready howling for hin. Seeing the impreg- 
nable front Gen. Joubert has presented 10 
Gen. Buller’s superior force at Colenso, mil- 
itary experts believe it practically impos- 
sible for the English army to evef force 
its way through the Drakensberg range of 
mountains which guard the borders of te 
Transvaal. 

Gen. Buller, before leaving for South 
Africa, had a long consultation on the sit- 
nation with Sir William. Butler, ex-oom- 
mander-in-chief at Cape Town, whom the 
jingo press is dishonestly endeavoring to 
make a scapegoat for the present disas- 
ters. Buller, in conciusion, said to Butler, 
who is regarded as really the ablest strat- 
egist in the British army: “If any supreme 
need arises I shall ask Lord Wolseley to 
send you out.’ 

Butier replied: “I shall go if Wolseley 
has the courage to send me,”" meaning that 
Wolseley is too much a popularity hunter 
to,run in the face of the public prejudice 
that was being manufactured against him. 
Buller, true to his word, asked for But- 
ler after the Gatacre 6nd Methuen re- 
verses, but Wolseley, a# Butler predicted, 
was afraid, and is sending instead Hector 
McDonald, another officer of Gataore’s type. 


Fifteen transports are due to arrive at 
Cape Town between ‘Dec. 17 and Jan. 8 
with 16,000 troops of all arms, but unless 
Gen. Buller is able to renew the attack, 
which is exceedingly doubtful, the British 
generals will be compelled for another fort- 
night or more to remain practically on the 
defensive.

WATCHING THE CAPE DUTCH 


If They Rise They Can Put More Men 
in the Field Than Both 
Republics. ° 


The supreme military importance of Cape 
Colony in the Anglo-Boer war may be seen 
by a glance at any map of South Africa. 
Every British soldier who fires a gun at the 


Boers must pass through Cape Colony or 
Natal. Obstacles, perhaps insuperable, 
would be presented to British forces which 
had to pass through the gamut of hostile 
Dutch north of Bloemfontein and Pretoria. 

Excluding Pondcland and Bechuanalani, 
the population of the colony, according to 
the last census, is 1,599.960. Of these 385, 198 
are whites, and of these latter the far 
greater part are Dutch. In the western por- 
tlons of the colony the, Dutch so greatly 
outnumber the English that their inactivity 
is absolutely necessary for the success of 
the British campaign. 

The most ava able statistics concerning 
the proportion of the Dutch to the other 
whites in the Cape are those to be gathered 
from the membership rolls of the churches. 
Since the census of 1891 it is estimated that 
the white population has incteased to 500,000, 
The Dutch churches show a membership of 
330,000, including the children and women. 
The British number 140,000. All athers, 2,- 
000. These figures disclose the great pre- 
ponderance of the Dutch over the British. 
And it is to be further remembered that 
every Boer is a fighting man, and a good 
one. ‘Cape ivaton has more Boers than the 
two Duteh republics added together. In all 
of South Africa the Boers outnumber the 
British by 645,000 to 245,000, 

In spite of the fact that a Dutchman 
(Mr. Schreiner) is the prime minister of the 
Cape government, the members of his race 
in the colony have never taken an interest 
in politics and probably never will. They 
remain in the colony because they own 
property there and because it is inconven- 
jent to trek to new homes in the interior.

LIBUT. JAMES MUNROE AN OLD 
HAND AT THE GAME. 


HE IS A DISCIPLINARIAN. 


Son of a Scotch Farmer in Minnesota 
and a Man Who Has Always 
Done Good Work. 


WINONA, Io., Dec. 16.—Albert Myhre of 
this city, who recently returned from the 
Philippines as an honorably discharged sol- 
dier, was for a time under command of 
Lieut. James Munroe, who is now famous 
for having successfully worked a gigantic

‘We May Yet Earn the Gratitude of the 
Men We Sought to Conquor 
‘by Fair Dealing and 
Retirement. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Senator Hoar 
has written a letter to former Senator Ed- 
munds replying to an invitation to be pres- 
ent at a meeting to be held to-morrow 
morning to discuss the Philippine question. 
Senator Hoar declined to attend because 
be thinks that what he will have to say 
on the Philippine question will be more ef- 
fective if said in his place in the Senate 
than elsewhere. He says: 


“T have not changed the opinion I formed 
and expressed last winter, except that it 
has been confirmed and strengthened by 
what has hap since. If we had dealt 
with the people of the Philippine Islands 
@s we undertook to deal with ghe people of 
Cuba, whom we declared—ahd they cer- 
tainly had no better ‘title—of right ought to 
be free and independent; if instead ef un- 
Mertaking to buy ‘them and then under- 
taking to subjugate them by force, we had 
aesmired them of our purpose to respect 
their rights; to protect them against foreign 
interference; to aid them to restore order 
gnd to leave them whenever they should 
@Ajesire, to the blessing of free of 
self-government, we should have had no 
‘war, we should have had no loss of Hife. 
We should have had no large expenditure 
of money. We should not have trampled 
on the 4ectrines upon which our own inati- 
tutions are founded. We should not have 
contradicted the pledges of our fathers. We 
should not have dishonored our own great 
history. We should not have incurred the 
undying hatred of the people of the Philip- 
pine Isiands.

winter's treaty. ut it is not too late to

Lafayette Pryor Mysterionsly 
Murdered. & A, 


FOUND DEAD IN HIS 


FAMILY AROUSED BY ODOR OF 
BURNT POWDER. 


Pryor Discovered Lying in Bed, in a 
Pool of Blood, With a 22-Caliber 
Bullet Hole in the Right 
Eye. 


VANDALIA, Ill, Dee 16—Lafayette 
Pryor, a well-to-do farmer, living two miles 
east of Vandalia, was murdered last night 
‘while asleep in his room. ‘Mystery surrounds 
the affair. Wnder the dead man’s pillow 
was found $28. Who committed the mur- 
der and or what reason are questions which 
are now puzzling the officers and members 
of the Pryor family. 

Grover, the 10-year-old son of the mur- 
dered man, was sleeping with his father 
and mother. Arthur, another son, “4 years 
of age, slept in another bed ém the sare 
room. About 3:30 o’clock this morning 
Grover was aroused by some strange noise, 
He woke his mother, who also called to 
her older son, Arthur. The odor of burnt 
powder was detected. A lamp was lightod 
by Arthur Pryor and an examination made 
of the room. which resulted In the dis- 
covery of the father lying in bed, in a 
pool of blood, with a 22-caliber pistol shot 
wound in the right eye. 

The doors leading into the sleeping room 
and the back kitchen were found wide 
open, 

What adds to the mystery was the find- 
ing of a target rifle of the same caliber 
as the bullet that killed the husband and 
father standing in a corner in the adjoin- 
ing room from where the murder occurred, 
It ie said that the gun had been borrowed 
a day or two before by young Pryor to 
kill rabbits and had been placed against 
the wall the evening before. It contained 
no load, and if it was the weapon used 
by the murderer he drew the shell after 
firing the deadly ball and placed the gun 
against the wall, where it had been stand- 
ing. 

Lafayette Pryor, the murdered man was 
noted for his eccentricities and it is known 
by his neighbors that he and Mrs. Pryor 
did not get along peacefully together. Pry- 
or would often leave home and be gone a 
year at a time, his whereabouta being un- 
known to hig family. Lately the murdered 
man and his wife had some business trans- 
actions in which Mrs. Pryor, it is sad, paid 
over to her husband $300, in payment for 
his (Pryor’s) interest in the’ home place, 
and $228 were found under Pryor’s pillow 
this morning, where he ley dead. Pryor, 
it is said, was preparing to leave on an- 
other journey next week. 

Coroner Cox held an inquest this after- 
noon, but no evidence could be elicited 
throwing any light on the perpetrator of 
the deed and the jury rendered a verdict in 
accordance with the facts. 


NO LONGER FEAR OF CONTAGION 


Montgomery City Believed to Have 
Been Freed of Smallpox.

MEXICO, Mo., Dec. 16.—The physicians 
and health authorities of Montgomery City 
have issued a bulletin stating that the 


danger from smallpox is about over. The 
bulletin states the situation as follows: 
There are six cases of smal!pox in the 
quarantine hospital, all colored. They are 
mild cases and are recovering. An armed 
guard stands night and day to prevent 
them from leaving the hospital and to 
keep others from going there. There are 
two .cases of chickenpox among children 
in white families In town. These are also 
isolated to await a time when there will 
be no question whatever of the diagnosis. 
The cases of undoubted smallpox are so 
well guarded that there is no danger of 
infection from them.

The Evening News has offered payment 
for soldiers’ letters, but discreetly refrains 
from publishing them fully. 

Sub-Conductor I. Rees of the army ord- 
nance corps, writes from Elandsiaagte: 

“When we chaps got to the top of the hills 
the enemy got no mercy, and the Dublins 
and Gordon Highlanders simply bayoneted 
all that came their way.

‘‘Mushrooming”’ is the quality in dumdum 
bullets which makes them inhuman.

The Vienna correspondent of the Stand- 
ard, detailing much more gimilar comment, 
reiterates what has often been heard here, 
namely, that Great Britain is more hated 
on the continent on account of her inter- 
ference in behalf of the United States when 
the latter was at war with Spain than for 
any other recent cause. Why Count von 
Kuelow should have gone out of the way 
to indicate the possibility of Great Brit- 
ein’s hostility and _ belittie the friendship 
beiween her and Germany is an enigma 
yet unsolved by any British authority. A 
concensus of the best opinion tends to the 
belief that the German minister wished. to 
offset Mr. Chamberlain's rash speech @ 
Leicester, but this seems a small excuse 
for such anuege at this period, while the 
suggestion that Count ven Buelow spoke 
for purely effect, is dismissed as being en- 
tirelvy uncharacteristic of the man who is 
rapifly achieving the reputation of beihg 
the first statesman in Europe.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—The Post-Dispatch 
correspondent’s prediction two weeks ago 
that Morocco was fast becoming the bone 
of a dangerous European international con- 
tention is verified. Russia, according to 
foreign correspondents of the chief London 
papers, is pressing Spain to sell Ceuta, the 
stronghold on the Moroccan Coast facing 
Gibraltar. By the aid of modern fortifica- 
tions and armaments, Ceuta may be made 
to dominate the straits quite as effect- 


ually as does Gibraltar. The British “Par- 
ticular Service’’ squadron, one of the most 
formidable ever mobilized, hag just ar- 
rived at Gibraltar, re-enforcing Great Brit- 
ain’s naval strength in that region in a 
most significant manner. 

The Channel Squadron is divided into two 
parts, one parolling the route of British 
transports between the straits and Cape 
Verde and the other doing the same duty 
along the Spanish-Portuguese Coasts. 

The cession of Ceuta to Russia would 
bring the whole Moroccam question instant- 
ly to a crisis. Russia, France and Germany 
are suspected*of intention to combine in 
the scramble, in view of England’s serious 
difficulties in South Africa. 


In case of a coalition of Continental 
Europe against England, Russia would 
seem to be the only power that would be 
able to do any permanent injury to the 
British, and the power which would gain 
most material benefit. England’s great 
ad ey mg genre: of sea power over any other 
ndividual nation is apparent, and against 
the combined fleets of Europe she would 
be able to make a stand with every pros- 

t of success. The navy of France is con- 
essedly in a bad condition. That of Italy, 
though powerful on paper, is in the same 
condition as was the Spahish fleet at the 
outbreak of the war with this country. 
Austria's fleet is not to be considered, and 
that leaves Germany and Russia. The na- 
vies of these two powers are kept In a state 
of preparedness, and a good standard of 
discipline and drill is maintained on board 
the ships. But an alliance between Russia 
and Germany for the overthrow of the 
power of England is highly improbable. 

For any power or combination of powers 
to interfere in South Africa would be im- 
possible. EXngland, with her fleets, com- 
mands the ocean highways, and never 
would permit a fleet of hostile transports

NDW YORK, Dec. 16.—Six thousand peo- 
ple saw Harry Dikes of America defeat Ed- 
uoard Taylore of France in the hour-paced 
international championship at Madison 
Sqvare Garden to-night. 

The international pursuit race between 


Fisher and Chevalier, the French team, and 
Gimm and Aaronson, who represented 
‘apo eta was an easy win for the Yan- 
ees. 

After considerable a of the ma- 
chines the big race for the hour paced 
championship between Hduoard Taylore of 
France and Harry Elkes of America was 
started. Tihey started from opposite sides 
of the track, From the crack of the pistol 
the race was remarkable. The Yankee be- 
gan to gain at once. Either he was faster 
or his motor was faster. 

At any rate, he gained his half lap on 
Taylore. Two ia after that Elkes’ pace- 
making machine broke down. He happened 
to be near Taylore at the time, so, Pike a 
flash, he swerved over behind Taylore and 
teok his pace. The crowd cheered the clev- 
er move to the echo. For three laps he fol- 
lowed Taylore's — Then a relief ma- 
ne sre the Elkes ca planted out and 
got ng fast en to pic m up again. 
Again the Gicnt Walle oy made a clear 
swerve and caught hie machiné without 
losing an inch and again the crowd went 
wild with enthusiasm. From then en the 
Americad gradually inctgased his lead. At 
three miles he had gained a iap. 

At the eighth mile Elkes was two and a 
half laps ahead. Taylore had not been 
dropped by his motors, but the Frenchman 
was not getting as good pace as the Ameri- 
ean. WiKes' motors were constantly being 
changed, Taylere rode behind the same ma- 
ehine he started with and it was slower 
than any matghed against him by the other 
side. e enchman certainly could not 
ride faster t his pace went and lap by 
jap he iost. end of the ninth mile 
Eikes led by three and a half laps. The 
es.

, » ‘were warned against these over-capitalized 
‘concerns and the prediction was made that 
jess than one-fourth of them would earn 
dividends on their common stock within 
two years. oa 

Of the remainder, their capitalization was 
B60 enormously out of proportion to their 
earning capacity that there was little hope } 
@nhy wouki ever pay dividends except upon 
their cumulative preferred etock. The pub- 
lic was warned that unless it sought in- 
lvestments among properties which pos- 
‘sessed actual merit or chose vehicles of 
speculation more substantial than these 
concerns, ruin would inevitably result. 

The threatened disaster has come. The 
glittering promises made by the promoters 
when they unloaded these industrial shares 
upon the unwary have but in a few in- 

" gtances been kept, with the exception of a 
few of the steel properties which have been 
enjoying unexampled prosperity, and which 
have earned and probably will pay divid- 
ends in January on their common stock. 
The majority of the great industrials have 
failed to fulfill the hopes, or rather the 
pretensions, o@ their organizers and have 
actually brought the country to the verge 
of a financial panic during a period of the 
greatest commercial and industrial thrift 
it has ever known. 

Within the year the market value of the 
industrial shares traded in on the New 
York Stock Exchange has decreased by the 
enormous sum of $420,000,88, while those 
dealt in on the “curb” have slumped, it is 
estimated, no less than $200,000,000. In Bos- 
ton, where the speculation has been equally 
eas wild in the copper shares, the value of 
mining stocks has fallen $200,000,000, making 
@ grand total of no less than $850,000,000. 
This has come out of the pockets of the 
people. The big speculators have foreseen | 
this consummation and have profited by it.

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THE PRIZE FIGHT EVASION. 


“Homicide without felonious intent’ was the verdict of the 
coroner’s jury in the case of the man Neise, who was killed 
in a boxing bout at the Fourteenth Street Theater. The con- 
clusion of the cage, in view of the evidence of police, partici- 
pants and spectators that the bout was a boxing exhibition, 
may be anticipated, 

But the conclusion of this case merely reopens tfie main 
question as to the revival of prize fighting in St. Louis. 
Everybody knows that the legalization of prize fighting un- 
der the cover of athletic clubs is a sham and an evasion 
of the spirit, if not the letter, of the law. The crucial dis- 
tinction between the legalized boxing exhibition and the prize 
fight is the purse. When men fight for a purse the contest 
is a professional prizé fight. The men fight to knock out or 
win, regardless of the brutality of the contest. Brutality is 
an essential part of purse fighting. It is as different as the 
boxing exhibition for sport, or even for pay which does not 
depend upon the result, as night from day. 

If the law really permits professional prize fighting under 
the cover of sham club organizations, the law is faulty and 
should be amended so as to exclude the slugging matches 
for a prize. No amount of supervision will prevent the prize 
fight from degetierating into a brutal and brutalizing specta.- 
cle with an occasional killing. If the law is merely being 
evaded by legal technicalities and official pretenses the peo- 
ple of St. Louis should enter a protest against the outrage, 
which will insure the enforcement:of the law.

The Sun is 
between the Paper Trust, the Type Trust and the Machinery 
Trust on‘one side and our subscribers on the other. The 
Sun is between two stones and the mill is grinding.” 

Exactly; and the United States Government is furnishing 
the grinding power. As the Sun points out, “the tariff of 
$6.00 per ton on paper has enabled the International Paper 
Co., a trust, to advance the price of paper 658 per cent.” 
There are tariffs also on spruce wood and wood pulp. 

Withdraw the 
grinding power by abolishing the protective tariff. We can- 
not consistently whine about the trusts while we ourselves 
promote their growth by fool legislation.

The bill seeks to recover 
from the railroad company 110,000 acres of 
land lying in the-Bolivar County, or in the 
alternative to recover the taxes due the 
levee board for the years 1866-67-68-6¥-7U-71-72 
the levee board contends that the sale of 
these lands to the liquidating levee board 
was first itllegai because sales had prior 
to that time been made to What was known 
as the “‘ten-cent levee board.”’ 

The present board of levee commissioners 
claim as the successor of the ten-cent levee 
board, and that subsequent statutes passed 
by the State Legislature in order to con- 
firm the title in the liquidating levy board 
did not have that effect.

PRICES OF THE WEEK. 


SMALL CHANGES 


Delay in the Monthly Grain Report 
Partially Caused the General In- 
activity Among Traders. 


Never did the local exchange show less 
disposition to act in sympathy with the 
foreign markets than during last week. 
The only dictates that it paid attention 
to were those from the grain centers of 
this country. 

The trade throughout the week was very 
dull, the changes from day to day were 
so slight that often they could hardly be 
marked. The chose of each day’s session 
was the most interesting time in the trade, 
as then the close of the foreign markets 
had been received and, though the changes 
were not great, smal] advances or siumps 


would be recorded, holding the attention 
of the pit. 

The market was of a waiting nature, the 
great ‘monthly report of the grain situa- 
tion being due. Owing to: many of the 
specialy go eage agents of the govern- 
ment not being ready with their fgures, 
it was postponed from Monday till Friday. 
It only gave the estimated wheat crop and 
the condition of the fall and winter sown 
wheat, the acreage and the figures on rye. 
The other cereals will be reported next 
month. 

Prior to the posting of the report the 
two factions were eveniy matched. Satur- 
day the effects of the decidedly bearish 
estimate was fully felt, and in spite of 
slight advances abroad on account of the 
reports of British reverses, the local mar- 
ket opened at the lowest figure that it had 
reached during the week. Corn did not 
slump so much, though it did make some 
early sympathetic changes. 

The export demand has improved a little. 
Saturday three loads of No. 2 red wheat 
were taken for Lisbon. 

The primaries show no great change, Min- 
neapolis and Duluth, with Chicago having 
very small receipts. The local market has 
made no improvement in its receipts. 

The fact that the English markets finally 
did wake up shows that there is likely to 
be an interesting market this week. If 
the defeats still continue we may soon sée 
an advance of several cnts. 

December wheat opened the week's trade 
at WS%c ard after that day’s trade there 
were no sales recorded in this future, only 
nominal quotations with an occasional bid 
price being recorded. 

May opened at 72%c, and after making a 
low of 71%c and a high of 72%c, closed et 
715c bid. 

Corn was quiet all the week, trade be- 
ing chiefly interested in the finer cereal. 
December opened at 30%c, closing at 30%c 
bid. May opened at 3l4c and closed at 31% 
@31%c. 

The oats market was absolutely dead, 
the only bid being made most of them 
at 2c some being at 2%c. 


HOLIDAY FEELING PREVAILED. 
Little Done Last Week by the Local 
Stock Brokers. 

A review of last week on ’Change in St. 
Louis is hardly worth while as the transac- 
tions for the entire six days would not make 


a single good session's total. 

The week has been exceedingly dull, a 
sort of pre-holiday ee peernnns, and 
the range of.prices has en narrow, but 
rather downward.

In the Railroad List, Shares Listed on 
London Stock Exchange Were the 
Greatest Sufferers. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—The New York 
stock market to-day made a determined 
stand against the demoralization reflected 
from the London exchange, and by the end 
of the first hour seemed to have overcome 
the weakness. The appearance, however, 
was deceptive. Active liqu.dation was in 
full force early in the second hour and ate 
away the recoveries that had been achieved, 
forcing prices below the opening low level. 
The market ciosed with all the symptoms of 
demoralization and at tae lowest prices of 
the week.

William Barret Frost made tiat promise 


in Judge Wood's courtroom nearly four 
years ago. He has kept it. 


to his grandmother. He has vowed that 


' Meither the authority of his father nor the 
mandate of the courts shall again separate 


him from her. 

The boy's return, tn fulfillment of nis 
Promise, recalls a court case in which the 
whole city was absorbed four years ago, 
and brings to a focus a story of extraordi- 
Mary interest. 

The boy’s promise in the courtroom was 

@S an appea) from the judge's decision and 
@ defiance of it at the same time. It was 
@ declaration that he might be round by 
the orders of the court for a time, but 
only for a time could the court prevent 
him from carrying out the dying wish of 
Mis‘mother. This wish was that the grand- 
mother should have him. The father re- 
canted his promise to his dying wife that 
this should be so. There was litigation and 
the judge decided in favor of the father. 
_, It was when the hoy wa’s ordered turned 
vet to the father that the poy ran up to 
‘his grandmother and made the promise 
which he has now kept. 

The leading families of St. wWouls were 
arrayed against each other in the count<st 
for the possession of the boy. There has 
seldom been a case in the St. Louis cuurts 
fin which so great an interest was taken 
iby all classes of people. 

In 1882 John Mullanphy Frost and Miss 
Mattie Barret, a daughter of ex-Mayor Ar- 


thur V. Barret, were married. A vear later 
‘@ son was born to them. He was chris- 
tened William Barret Frost. In i885, when 
ithe child was 2 years old, Mrs. Frost was 
taken sick. When it was brought to her 
gealization that she could nut recover she

IN THE BLUE GRASS COUNTRY. 


Lines of Interest to All Followers of 
the Thoroughbred Race 
Horse.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dee. 16.—Perhaps the 
most remarkable horse of the past season 
was old Kris Kringle. 

He is a royally bred animal, and at one 
time was almost of stake class, but day af- 
ter day he has raced until finally the stop- 
ping point was reached, 

Even in the company of the rankest kind 
of dogs he became so that he trailed along 
in the rear. No amount of pounding did 
any good. He simply did not have a race 
in bin 


A year ago there was a big sale at Lex- 
ington, and Kris Kringle was led out. In 
vain the auctioneer called for bids on the 
braken down skate. No one want him. 
Dr. Bird offered $3% for the horse and everv- 
body Jaughed as Kris was led out the prop- 
erty of the doctor. purine the winter Kris 
got a long and much needed rest. In the 
early spring he was exercised with the other 
horses of the string. but the trainer and 
owner had no confidence in him, and he 
coukd have been bought several times at a 
loss to the owner of ‘ 


After a time the stable boys who exer- 
cised the horse began to notice that Kris 
seme to be picking up. He held his own 
with the best of them while at work, and 
when he had made an unusually fast quar- 
ter the attention of the trainor was called 
to it. An investigation showed that the §36 
plug had come back to earth again 
on his second trip. The matter 
was mapt as quiet as possible, and 
when ris Kringle was put in his 
first race he convinced ‘his owner that 
he was all that the stable boys claimed for 
him. Race after race felltoold Kris. His 
price advanced. In a month he was valued 
at $1000, and a few weeks later brought him 
up $500 more. In all he won fourteen races 
but his crowning victory was at Latonia, 
where he had a shade the best of all of 
them, and pulled down the purses at an 
alarming rate, beating the very best of 
them and putting many a dollar in his 
owner's pocket.

His 
total winning in the books will hardly go 
over $14. The last race won by the old 
stager was one in which a large num- 
ber of the cracks at the track were entered.

At this point the boys and rubbers were sta- 
tioned with tin pans, which they pounded 
vigorously. Kris pricked up his ears, shook 
the kinks out of himself and was just ready 
for business, when a short-line train round- 
ed the curve of the railroad just outside 
the fence. The engineer gave the whistle 
a ‘oot that sounded like a wild scream. This 
Was the last straw. ‘Sulky old Kris turned 
himself loose and shot away from the bunch 
as if they were clothes horses. There was a 
big streak cf daylight between him and the 
second horse, ag he passed under the wire, 
an easy winner, John McAvoy pald $270 for 
the hose afterward.

at a called mecting. The committee consists 
of Soden of Boston, Hart of Chica o Brush 
of Cincinnati and Rodgers of Philadelphia. 
All these men are known to be in favor 
of reducing the National League eircuit to 
eight clubs, and that they will cut the 
organization down to that number is almost 


a certainty.

-club League is now al- 
The appointment of the 
committee in question means that the ma- 
jority of the club owners Aare desirous of 
the reduction in the circuit. The matter 
has now narrowed down to one of how 
much money will be necessary to buy off 
the four clubs it is proposed to drop. The 
clubs in question are Louisville, ton, 
Cleveland and Washington. It is with the 
owners of the Boston Club that the com- 
mittee expects to have its only serious 
trouble. The franchise is owned by the 
Brooklyn-Baltimore eyndicate, consisting of 
F. A. Abell, Charies Wbetts, Harry Von der 
Horst and Ned Hantlon. 


At the meeting just closed the magnates 
saw fit to make things rather unpleasant 
for the Brooklyn-Boston contingent, and 
as a result it is said that the original price 
named for the Baltimore franchise has 
been jumped several points. 

As to the Washington franchise, which 
ia held by the Wagners, it is believed that 
the owners have had an understanding 
with their brother magnates. 

The power of the committee appointed to- 
day is limited to the arranges of details 
only. The League is not in duty bound 
to accept fts report, but it is said 
that so anxious are some of the mag- 
nates to see the cirouit reduced they will 
accede to <" gee like reasonable terms. 
An effort will be made to have the report 

esented to the League at @ al meet- 
ng to be held some time in January. 


John T. Brush, at the conclusion of to 
day's session, said: ‘‘To-day was the first 
time that the magnates have, in a meet- 
ing, discussed the proposed reduction in 
the circuit. Their opinion in the matter 
is best expressed by the appointment of 
a committee. The whole thing is a matttr 
of desire and prejudice, desire on the 
part of the majority of the tes and 
prejudice on the part of the others. The 
majority wants an eight-club League if it 
can be effected on a reasonable basis.

DONE RECENTLY IN LONDON. 
2 WAYS OF BANK THIEVES 
ARE HARD TO TRACE. 


The Police Records Show That They 
Are Not Only Shrewd, but Per- 
sistent and Daring in 
Their Plans. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Dec.8.—The robbing of a bank, 
fortunately, is a rarity. But every now and 
then some daring scoop is brought off and 
cannot be concealed. Such is the robbery 
from Parr’s Bank of $303,060 in Bank of Bn- 
gland notes. 

On a certain Monday the chief cashier 
took notes for $500,000 from the egafe and 
put them in a desk drawer 18 feet from the 
counter, At 3 p. m, these notes were seen 
in their receptacle; a few minutes later a 
paying teller discovered the drawer to be 
nearly empty—$306,060 in $5000, $2500 and 
smalier notes had disappeared. 

How was it done? Did a clerk secrete the 


notes or hand them to a confederate? Or did 
@ stranger disguised as a clerk waik be- 
hind the counter, steal the notes and es- 
cape unobserved? This seems a plausible 
theory. Bank thieves spend money and 
time to make themselves familar with the 
modus operandd of bank employes. 

When a gang decided to rob the North- 
eastern Bank at Sunderland they cultivated 
the acquaintance of the manager, and, hav- 
ing induced him to take off his coat to play 
billiards, abstracted the bank keys from his 
pocket and took an impression in wax, from 
which fresh keys were made. But they had 
yet to get the keys of the safes, and this 
they did by picking the pocket of the cash- 
jer at a Turkish bath. ‘they scooped $40,000. 

A gang of bank thieves once robbed the 
Souiheastern Railway Co. They found out 
that a stout, fair young carman was in the 
habit of driving up in a van and receiving 
a box of watches once a month. They 
searched London till they found a young 
fellow a duplicate of this carman in ap- 
cone They built a van and painted it 

ike thé real van. Then they sent the imi- 
tation carman with a forged order and 
scooped the 20,000 gold and silver watches. 

If the robbery at Parr’s was dune by @ 
man going behind the counter, he was ei- 
ther “made up’’ ‘or bore a resemblance to 
some clerk. Having watched his proto- 
type go to lunch, he went in a minute be- 
fore the clerk would return, and cleared 
the drawer. 

That was Forger Cooper’s method. He 
watched the clerks of a big firm who pre- 
Bpented checks at a bank; and he would 
search London till he found a youth of the 
same appearance. Cooper would engage 
him as his clerk and send him to the bank 
with a forged check. In almost every in- 
Stance the cashier thought he was the 
usual clerk. Detective Superintendent For- 
est captured Cooper, and found on him 
descriptions of several bank clerks, even 
to their warts and pimples, as well as their 
photographs. 

It is possible that Parr’s Bank was robbed 
by a clerk, who handed the notes to a con- 
federate. He could hide them in a pass- 
book and pitch it to a thief in the livery of 
a commissionaire. Bank thieves derive 
their information from discharged or dis- 
satisfied employes. 

Should a bank clerk be seen in bilMard 
Saloons, On race courses or at athletic 
meetings, thieves will cultivate him. Bank 
clerks are human, and some do not go to 
church on Sunday. Many like a flutter or 
the Stock Exchange, and are clients of

The Baccarat Scandal Recalled by a 
Letter Written by the Prince to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. 


LONDON, Dec. 16.—The famous baccarat 
scandal of 10 years ago, in which the Prince 
of Wales was involved, is forcibly recalled 
to the English mind by the publication of 
a biography of Dr. Benson, the late Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. This book contains 
a letter written to Dr. Benson after the 
Tranbycroft baccarat scandal and the cele- 
brated trial which followed. It is here re- 
produced: 


My Dear Archbishop: Your kind letter 
has touched me, as I know the kind nlinge 
which prompted you to write to me on the 
subject which we have discussed together 
and which, as you are aware; has caused 
me deep pain and annoyance. 

A recent trial, which no one deplores 
more than I do, and which I was powerless 
to prevent, gave reason for the press to 
make bitter and unjust attack upon me, 
knowing I was defenseless, and I am not 
sure politics ‘were not mixed up in it. The 
whole matter has now died out, and I think, 
therefore, that it would be inopportune for 
me, in lic manner. to ailude again 
to the painful subject, which bas brought 
such a torrent of abuse upon me, not only 
by the press, but by the low church, and 
especially by the Noncomf sts, 

ey have a perfect right, I am well 
aware, in a free country like our own, 
—— their opinions, but I do not con- 
sider that they have a just right to jump 
at conclusions regarding myself without 
knowing the facts. 

I have a horror of gambling, and should 
always do my utmost to discourage others 
who have an inclination for it, as I con- 
sider that gambling, like intemperance, is 
one of the greatest curses which a country 
could be afflicted with. Horse racing may 
produce gambling, or it may not, but I have 
always looked vwpoon it as a manly sport 
which is popular with Englishmen of all 
classes; and there is no reason why it 
should be looked upon as a gambling transac- 
tion. Alas! Those who gamble will gam- 
ble at anything.

COMMERCIAL MUSEUM ASSURED 


Government Will Dovbtless Aid the 
New Project in Germany. 
BERLIN, Dec. 16.—With Government ald, 
including financial assistance, the projected 
commercial museum may now be regarded 
as secured for Germany. Consul-General

Concepcion, who is cheeful, in- 
sists that the insurgent organization will 
be maintained, even in the districts where 
the Americans are operating; also ciaiming 
that the Filipino leaders can use their 
troops whenever they desire. 

He suggests that the only method of ter- 
minating the war is the capture of Agul- 
naldo and the obtaining of an order from 
him for the troops to surrender their arms. 
But Concepcion believes Aguinaldo will 
mever be captured. 


Gen. Otis has now in custody many im- 
portant persons who were connected with 
the so-called Filipino Government, but ‘no 
decision as to their future disposition has 
been reached by the President. 

A member of the Cabinet said to-day the 
time had not yet come when the fate of 
these men could be determined.

President Hays of the Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation Spoke of General Pros- 
perity and Trusts. 


* 


“Creditable’ is the word that. m a dou- 
bie eense, should be applied to the assem- 
bly of the credit men of St. Louis at the 
Mercantile Club last night. It was cred- 
itable in that it was the largest the nation- 
ai secretary, who was there, had addressed 
in his tour of the entire country. In the 
other and humorous eense it was credit- 


able because credit was the one purpose 
and topic of the meeting. 

The gathering was the annual one of the 
St. Louts Credit Men’s Association, and 
was more largely attended than was any 
similar meeting before held in this city. 
The men who, with making trusts, do make 
truat, as the word may be applied to those 
who extend accommodations in the way of 
bill paying, dined before, they heard the 
speeches, and sO they Met early, and seat- 
ed about smail tables bedecked with holiy, 
ate and drank and devoted a couple of 
hours to the good things of life. Then, 
called to order by their president, R. Han- 
ton, they were introduced to Frank P. 
Hays of the Little & Hays Brokcrage Co., 
who is president of the Missouri Bankers’ 
Association. Mr. “One 
Commercial Need,”’ 

Mr. Hays, after defining credit as faith 
in the man, in his progress and his moral- 
ity, advocated the handling of credits along 
broad lines, and yet according to rigid lawe. 
He ehowed how, in times of panic, the man 
ordinarily good was affected, and gave rea- 
sons for it. He was optimistic in his views 
of bueiness; he ea!d the country had recov- 
ered from recent depressions and gave evi- 
dence of it in 5 per cent money, with figures 
to prove the present great business pros- 
— ty in the way of railroad earnings, 

ank Searing, export increases and the 
like. Then he took up trusts. Avoidin 
their pwlitical features and their ethica 
right or wrong. he admitted their pres- 
ence In the commercial wor'd and defended 
the necessity of large corporations, which, 
he said, should not subject to interfer- 
ence or investigation any more than should 
4} ag businesses, Continuing, Mr. Hays 
s : 

“No one will deny the right, the duty, of 
the people, as to proper supervision, in a 
fair an neral way, along broad line, 
leaving HMberal opportunity to meet the 
Changes which invention, crop failures, 
progress of every kind, are continually 
thrusting upon us. But business can, must 
and will make its own laws; and they are 
made by the general concensus of opin- 
ion, by the judgment born out of experi- 
ence, and by the lofty purposes of thcogs 
Who do business with a sense of the ben- 
efits it is to mankind as well as the profits 
itis to themselves. | 

‘And business laws are right! I need not 
speak, to men dealing in credits, of honesty 
and energy. They know, as perhaps no 
other class, to what moral grandeur the 
unwritten aws of business conduct rise. 
Credit were not, were this not so. Yet we 
are face to face with a new issue—the 
moral responsibility of the corporation. 

And, gentlemen, the. first requiremerit !s 
that the corporation ,is to 6 manned 
aright. In this I put the man above his 
money. More and more brain rules. But 
there is a moral responsibility in the man- 
ager to the whole commercial interests, 
which can never be abandoned. Take your 
banker, and think what you require of him 
in the way in which he enters the specu 
lative field. The manager of the industria 
organism is not less responsible to the sta- 
bility of the corporation which he conducts, 
and through it to the whole people. It 
must be so. Money does not think—it does 
not act. If our friends who talk learnedly 
about the ‘money power’ would but think 
that this is credit power, they would wel- 
come these great industrial corporations 
for the good they are capable of doing, 
when commanded by wien of steadfast pur- 
ease, untarnished integrity and splendid 


mind. 

“After the man comes method. And here 
the corporation rises no higher than the 
men who compose its board of directors. 
There are certain immutable laws of busi- 
nees. It is necessary, for instance, for the 
owner to take advantage of the legitimate 
demand for his possessions and obtain a 
price which will be adequate. Becauygp, 
on the contrary, he is in the way of a time 
when the shifting of demand wil] render 
his property of less value. These fluctua- 
tions which occur in the nature of things 
it is the duty of every man and corporation 
to take advantage of. One cannot refuse 
fortunate circumstances in business. Money 
is thus worth what it is worth, all usury 
laws to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Again, it is the duty of every man and 
corporation to take advantage of the sup- 
ply and govern his price accordingly, with- 
n the limits of the average prices which 
obtain in all lines of trade. And it may 
be said that if he does not do this, he is 
but wel Rage way for «enat competition, 
attracted ordin profits, and thereby 
cutting his own business throat. “We say 
these are immutable laws. They exist in 
the nature of things, and the wise man 
bows to them. And these great laws, es- 
pecially of supply and demand and aver- 
age hg ry obtain, not cver a small ter- 
ritory but over the whole world. Ulti- 
mately, therefore, no matter what tem- 
porary inroads one man or organization 
may make on them, cs control prices ang 
profits, stimulate equable methods in trado 
and lead the progress of nations. Now, to 
illustrate: e consolidated co ration 
which arbitrarily raises prices against the 
average worth of all manufactures, and be- 
cause of the undue greed of those who man- 
age, against fair dealing, not only pave 
the way for the ultimate downfall of the 
individual trade which they are seeking to 
build up, but they commit a crime against 
the whok business World. Here is where 
the artificial rson, in a last analysis, be- 
cumes the will of the president and board 
of directors, who are human. ‘he more 
business is consolidated (in the interest of 
still greater business and more universal 
comfort, as I believe) the more the moral 
responsibility of the corperation becomes 
a tactor which credit men should regard. 
And it resolves itself, as you will at once 
perceive without argument, to this, that 
the corporation of to-day which is making 
undue profits by undue methods and in vio- 
lation of the “live and let live’’ principle, 
and I mean by this underselling to crowd 
out competitors, when it is pret that 
there is no other purpose, and lifting prices 
through the sheer power of the size of the 
corporation, is net more to be trusted and 
countenanced by honorable business men 
than any other chariatan in the market. 
That is to say, they are dishonoring the 
business integrit without which credit 
could not exist. his is the moral respon- 
sibility! Which I contend resides in the 
corporation. The artificial person is to 
have a soul, because it is the echo of the 
souls of the managers, and this is the 
principle which is to pervade conduct, if 
the corporate stock is to continue to appeal 
to the small investor, who perforce is 
crowded out by the very consolidation of 
interests in which he orce had part. @he 
very fact that the corporation has not 
the elements of pity and self sacrifice in it, 
which pertains to the individual, is the 
reason why it can mever escape these prin- 
ciples of camutabdle justice, without stul- 
ti ying itself and denying its owy right 
to exist.”’ e

Mrs. Chase spoke of the ee gallery 
in conection woth the artwork of the State, 
and made man ee suggestions in re- 
gard to the value of such organization té 
clubs. 

The Executive Board was asked to con- 
sider the possibility of interpreting its priv- 
ileges in regard to guests for open meet- 
ings, to such an extent that others may be 
invited than those represented alone upon 
individual] invitation. 

Friday, Dec. 8, in response to invitations 
sent to the club, guests of the Social Eco- 
nomics ection, an appreciative audience 
greeted Prof. Zueblin of Chicago Univer- 
sity, who delivered a lecture upon ‘*Muni- 
cipal Hygiene.”’ 

Prof. Zueblin began his talk by a com- 
parison of our American cities with for- 
eign cities, in regard to the housing of 
the poor. He gave the well-known example 
of Liverpool, a city which had just as bad 
problems to deal with as any other large 
city, but which has met its difficulties ad- 
mirably and effectively. 

(He stated that ursanitary conditions ex- 
ist in portions of all large cities, our own 
city being no exception to the rule; and 
argued that there would be an immense 
saving to the American people if they wouid 
only act now, instead of waiting until con- 
ditions became as bad as cng are in the 
ol4 world, or even in New York, for in 
some respects New York is worse in the 
housing of its poor than any other city in 
the world. 

The laws in Egland with regard to re- 
housing the poor and ciearing out unsani- 
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tary areas are different from and better 
than our laws, in that they enable such 
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reforms to take place without any special 
burden upon the people. 

The speaker then referred to the crying 
need of small parks or breathing spaces for 
the people, advising ajl growing cities to 
save thelr parks and to put aside small 
plats of ground for this express purpos@ 
so as to guard agains: the experience of 
New York and other cities in having to 
buy up gfound at exorbitant prices for 
just such oe 

The hospital and ambulance system of 
London was touched upon. London has 
had no city hospital, but has a unified sys- 
tem of private hospitals which is unequaled 
and a fine organization of combined hos- 
pital and ambulance service. 

Prof. Zueblin urged the establishment of 
not only public baths for the poor, but also 
of public laundries where the people may 
go and wash their clothes instead of being 
obligd to have a wash day at home in per- 
haps one room, which serves for living 
room, sleeping room and kitchen. 

In London jaundry work is taught fn the 
py: me schools and the city is full of pub- 
ic laundries for the poor. 

The question of adulteration of foods and 
the necessity of having good public markets 
with proper food inspection provided for 
was touched upon. 

Most important of all, sald the epeaker, 
was the water supply of great cities. Most 
cities are not so fortunate as St, Louls and 
Chicago in having their water supply right 
at hand. 

Glasgow, Scotland, for instance, Has to go 
about 8) miles for its water, but it is the 
mode] city of the world in its way of get- 
Ung itssupply from Loch Katrine. 

he Drainage Canal question was spoken 
of at some length, and Prof. Zueblin ex- 
pressed himself as satisfied we would suffer 
from the Chicago sewage, provided Chicago 
succeeded in setting rid of it. But he said 
that, though $30,000,000 had already been 
expended in trying to solve this problem, it 
began to look as if nothing had really been 
accomplished, as if the sewage would not 
be carried off and as if Chicago would re- 
— the sufferer from its own bad condi-

Both Deeds Must Be Stamped. 


The John Maguire Real Wstate Co. re 
ceived a letter from the Commissioner of 
Internal Reyenue last week confirming an 
opinion which has been generally held by 
agents, but which had not yet been con- 
firmed by an awthoritative ruling, that 
where a transfer of real estate is made 
from one person to another, but by means 
of a pro forma transfer through an inter- 
mediate person, both deeds must bear the 
full amount of revenue stamps. The case 
was one in which a man desired to vest the 
title to property, already in his own name, 
in the name of his wife. To make a lear 
title, it passed through the name of a third 
person. The amount of stamps was $66, 
and to gave that sum in the case of one 
Sous was the occasion of the correspon- 

ence, * 

The reply which the Washington authori- 
ties gave—that both deeds must bear stamps 
—recalls Condorcet’s famous mot, ‘“Taxation 
is the art of plucking a goose without mak- 
ing it cry.’’ If it were worth any man’s 
while to contest the matter in the Reurte. it 
is possible that pro forma deeds could be 
made to escape a contribution to the ex- 
pense of benevolent assimilation. :

While the Father Is Preaching in St. Louis 
the Son Is Fighting for His Life on 
a South Pacific Island. 


EV. JOHN G. PATON, D. D., who 
R has been a:missionary among the 

cannibals of.the New Hebrides 
Islands for 41 years, and who, by rea- 
son of his control of the savages, has 
been called the King of the Cannibals, 
has been in Louis during the past 
week.

They feared to go 
to Errumanga, but all the other stations 
were selected by others whose seniority 
entitled them to first choice and they were 
obliged to go to Errumanga. He had much 
tact and succeeded in converting all the 
Savages. . 

When I landed on the Island of Tanna 
all of the natives were cannibals. - None 
of them wore clothes. I did not know a 
word of their language. I could only make 
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“Savages among whom Dr. Paton spent 41 years seeking to civilize 


and christianize them. 


Rey. John G. Paton has spent 41 years 
of his life among the cannibals of the New 
Hebrides Islands. Five of his white as- 
sociates and a great number of his native 
assistants have been‘alain by his side. He 
has faced death many times in its most 
hideous forms, and has had numerous hair- 
breadth escapes. No man living knows 
more than be about the habits and customs 
of the inhabitants of these South Sea 
Islands. Kev. Patton is 75 years old now, 
but is still actively and earnestly . en- 
gaged in missionary work. He is now mak- 
ing what will probably be his last tour of 
America in the interest of the missions on 
the islands. He has set himself the task 
of raising enough money to liquidate a 
debt of $11,000 which rests on the mission, 
He attended the General Council of the 
Alliance of Reformed Churches at Wash- 
ington in September as the representative of 
the Presbyterian Church of Victoria, Aus- 
tralia. Since thenshe bas been traveling 
through the country raising funds. He spoke 
at Belleville Monday night, and spent Tues- 
day in St. Louls. He left Wednesday for 
the interior of the State.

The savages showed their friend- 
liness by a nod and a smile or their hos- 
tility by a leveled rifle or a raised club. I 
had to build my own house. By listening to 
their talk I discovered the key to their 
language, learned it and reduced it to writ- 
ten form, 

I got along well with the natives until 
an English trader, a degraded man, who 
had committed many crimes, came to the 
island. He viewed my presence with dis- 
favor. He etirred up the savages against 
ime. 

One day he came followed by a crowd of 
savages and broke down the fence around 
my*boat house. He took out my boat and 
hired the savages with gifts of tobacco to 
take it away. When I would have restrained 
them he mistreated me. 

That impaired my control over the sav- 
ages. They sald if one of my own color 
could do that and not be punished by Je- 
hovah they’ need not be afraid that he 
would punish them. 

After a time ihe savages arose. A friend- 
ly chief and some of the natives defended 
us as long as they could. They discharged 
muskets at my house and beat against 
the walls with clubs. “They smashed in 
the door of the storeroom and took every- 
thing away and tore my books in pieces 
and scattered them about. We locked our- 
selves in the bedroom. They tried to break 
into it. A chief called me to the window 
in apparent friendliness. When I went he 
hurled a tomahawk at me. I pointed a 
pistol at them. They threw themselves on 
the ground. At night they went away 
into the inland with threats to return the 
next day and kill us. In ‘the morning a 
treacherous chief ‘blew a great conch near 
our house. A hoard of eavages rushed 
down the hill on the other side of the bay 
and made for the mission house, abandon- 
ing everything and ran in the other direc- 
tion toward the village of a friendly chief. 

A eavage eprang from behind a bread 
fruit tree and aimed his tomahawk at my 
head. I cried, “If you dare to strike me, 
my Jehovah God ‘will punish you. He is 
here to defend me now.” The savage 
slunk away. 

We reached the village without further 
molestation. The villagers were in a 
frenzy af tefror at the sight of the host 
of savages coming on behind us.

There were nights of ceaseless vig- 
lience. At last} overcome by fatigue, I 
fell asleep. About 10 o'clock my little dog 
tugged at my cbdat and awakened me. Il 
went to the window. Savages were passing 
with torches. Then a glare of light filled 
the room. They had. set the church on 
fire. Then they set fire to the reed fence 
connecting the church and the dwelling 
house. In an instant the house would be 
on fire and the armed savages would kill 
us on our attempt to escape. Taking a 
small American tomahawk, I prevailed on 
Mr. Matheson to let me out of the door 
I ran to the reed fence and tore it up 
and threw it back into the flames.

Irom the scraps of information which 
have leaked out since, it appears as if the 
story of Gillmore and his party was this: 
When he had entered the Baler River he at- 
tempted a landing, but was received by 
three volleys from the Filipinos concealed 
in the bush. Two of his men were killed 
and the others wounded. The Lieutenant 
himself received two flesh wounds, and had 
one foot stuck In. the mud. There: was no 
choice but surrender. The party was taken 
before the rebel chief, who commanded the 
Tagal forces, and Gillmore wads told tha: 
he would be granted the liberty of him- 
self and the surviving members of his crew 
if he would procure the delivery to the 
chief of the arms and munitions of war of 
the Spanish garrison. 

A sailor was sent under a flag of truce 
to carry this proposition to the Spanish 
commandant, and the rebel chief further 
declared that if the terms were complied 
with both the Spaniards and the Americans 
would be permitted to go on board the 
Yorktown. The Spanish commandant in- 
dignantly rejected the terms, and would 
hot bélieve the news of the outside world 
which Was told to him. The Tagal chief be- 
came angry and had the Americans bound, 
hand and foot. In this condition they were 
taken over the mountains to San Isidro. It 
was a long and hard journey for the cap- 
tives, through the mouritain passes and 
over the trails, but after much suffering the 
exhausted men were turned over to Ge 
Luna, who ordered their execution,

FLEE FROM THE CZAR

ROM Odessa, in Southern Russia, | 
'e learn that the immunities from mill- 
tary service extended to the Mennon- 
ites by the ancestors of the Czar are about 
to be repealed. 

The Mennonlies are a German sect who, 

about a hundred years ago, settled in the 
south of. Russia rather than allow them- 
selves to be enrolled in the levies which 
the German Princes were gathering against 
Napoleon. 
The Czar promised them and their succes- 
sors forever complete exemption from mfii- 
tary service and presented them wiih the 
lands which they still cultivate along the 
Volga and In the neighborhood of the Sea 
of “Agov. The imperial word was loyally 
kept until the reign of Alexander III. It 
was then determined to modify the privi- 
leges eahjoved by these German pletis:s. 
They were ordered to set apart évery year 
a number of thelr young men to drain 
swampy lands and to plant trees in cer- 
tain arid regions. Fearing that worse was 
to come, large bodies of the Mennonites left 
Russia, and setijed in the United States. 

The elders are now holding meetings to 
deride what course to pursue. It is under- 
stood that they will follow their brethren 
bo the United States or to Canada. J. B. 


POISON 
IN POTTED BIKDS. 


ON VIVANTS and others who occa- 
B sionally indulge in Italian potted or- 
tolans, becafici, polentas and risottos 
of uccelli,; and other potted birds, must, ac- 
cording to an Italian correspondent of the 
Pharmrceutische Centralhalle, be very much 
on their guard against the danger of ar- 
senical poisoning therefrom. It appears 
from this communication that the netting 
and killing of small birds of every descrip- 
tion has become-an industry of consider- 
able magnitude in central and southern 
Italy. In the spring of the year small birds 
appear in these regions in incredible num- 
bers, being on their return from their win- 
ter sojourn in Africa. Here, being wearied 
by their long filght over the Mediterranean 
Sea, they spend a few days in resting and 
recruiting up before winging their way to 
their haunts in middle and Northern Eu- 
rope. : 
This is the harvest time of the Italian 
bird-catchers, and the little creatures are 
slaughtered by the hundreds of thousands. 
The netters and slayers find a ready mar- 
ket for the birds, the skins being bougitt 
by purveyors to the great hat and bonnet 
manufacturers of Paris, Vienna, Berlin, 
etc.. and go to deck the feminine headgear 
of the fashionable world, while the car- 
casses of the little creatures are sold to 
caterers for the potting houses, and manu- 
facturers of the delicacies Known as “Po- 
lenta eon uceelll,”” ““Rosotto con uccelli,”’ 
etc. (Uecelli or uceellini being the generic 
term for birds.) 
According to this writer, the birds, after 
being killed, are skinned on the spot, the 
skins being at once plentifully dusied with 
arsenious acid to preserve them. This Is 
done by the skinner, who with his arsenec- 
covered hands tosses the body of the bird 
into heaps close by. Not the slightest at- 
tention is paid to cleanliness, or to the 
dangers of arsenica)l poisoning by these

Mav-graf of Ulrich,-who lived in the thir- 
teenth century, was an adventurous prince. 
ami it is believed that the ring which the 
Kaiser now wears came into Ubrich’s poa- 
session after a hard fought battle under the 
walls of Jerusalem, It -belonged to one of 
the Baladin'’s successors and in some wun- 
explained way it found its way onto the 
finger of the German Knight.

Riek originally adorfied It'and engraved a 
Latin cross in its place.

COL. BADEN-POWELL'S 
AIDS TO SCOUTING. 
te OL. BADEN-POWELL, whose de- 
fense of Mafeking against the be- 
sieging Boers has made him oneeof 
the heroes of the South African war, is as 
skillful a scout and troker as Buffalo Bill. 
Whatever Col. Powell knows he knows 
thoroughiy, whether as soldier, author, 
yachtsman or man of affairs. Before he 
was shut up in Mafeking he completed a 
remarkable little book, just published, en- 
titled “‘Aids to Scouting.”’ 

This tiny pocket book, expressly de- 
signed for non-commisioned: officers and 
men, states that it’s of no use for soldiers 
to go on scouting business untrained. Many 
lives have been lost at that game. 

The qualities which he requires in scouts 
are quickness of eve, quick hearing, prac- 
tice in getting news sent back to head- 
quarters and the habit of judging from 
trifling facts. In South Africa, where the 
enemy's movements are on veldt, tracking 
and the power to “read” tracks and to tel] 
thelr age, direction, number and purpose, 
concealment, avoiding exposure on hilltops, 
knowledge of direction, of night work 
acuteness in interpreting sounds when 
heard'and the use of the sense of smell by 
night are all necessary. *. 

Col. Powell tells interesting stories ‘of 
great ecouts. It was a snegle Pruesian scout 
who, before Sadowa, discovered the Aus- 
trian army drawn up in a new position in 
time for the Prussians to alter their plans. 
It was another German scout who brought 
news of the unsupported French army at 
Vionville and enabled the Germans to de- 
stroy it. 

But the services of scouts like Maj, Col- 
quhoun Grant in the Peninsular war some- 
times determine the sirategy of a campaign. 
Grant and others carried out their work in 
the face of a regular army, amply equipped 
with cavalry, which they observed dressed 
in full uniform and relying mainly on their 
own Feadiness and the speed of their 
horses. 

Grant's best piece of scouting was his 
discovery that Marmont did not really in- 
tend to attack Almeida or Ciudad Rodrigo 
during the siege of Badajoz by the British. 
He spent three days inside Marmont’s lines 
in wniform and discovered that the Marshal 
had prepared provisions artd sealing lad- 
ders for a s'eze. He then gailoped through 
Marmont’s army. This he watched through 
a pass, noting their direction, which was 
towards Ciudad Rodrigo. 

Still unsatisfied, he doubled back and ep- 
tered Tamames after the French Nad 
passed. There he discovered that they had 
lef: their sealing ladders. behind, which 
showed that there was no real intention io 
storm Ciudad Rodrigo., This news, taken 
to Wellington, teft him free to bring the 
siege of Badajoz to a successful end. 

©ol. Powell in bis book dwells extensively 
upen United States examples. As long as 
our regular troops fough: only in their own 
country they were careful to employ the 
best native scouts, trained on the spot. In 
the Mexican war, against an enemy not 
particularly formidable, but used to guerilla 
fighting, the Texas frontiermen served as 
the eyes of the armv.

To-day his hair is white as snow, his fo¢m 
is that of a skeleton. 

The eyes are sunk deep in their sockets 
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of converting the vibrations of light into a 
stimulus upon the optic nerve, and through 
the optic nerve the images are telegraphed 
to the brain. 

In a far-sighted eye the distance between 
the lens and the retina is shortened, and in 
the neartsighted eye that distance is length- 
ened, so that in neither case are the rays 
of flight focused on “the yellow spot.” 

When a man with imperfect vision strains 
his eye to see, the lens advances or retracts 
in its place in the eyeball, so as to increase 
or diminish the focal power of the eve, but 
this strain can be relieved by means of 
spectacles. 

Now in the case of a near-sighted person, 
if the spectacles are not “strong” enough 
they donot relieve this strain, and injury 
results. If they are too “strong” they make 
the patient practically far-sighted. 

Then there are glasses with flaws. so that 
images seen through them are slightly dis- 
torted, and other glasses in which the crown 
of the lens is not the same on both sides, so 
that objects are reflected obliqeuly. The 
lens of the eye tries to accommodate itself 
to and correct all these Imperfections, and 
the consequence is another species of strain 
causing astigmatism.

Will Not Be Effective. 


There are not wanting workers in the the manager of an Insurance company to 


slums who concede tHe value of institu- 
tional adjuncts 
who utilize them to the greatest prac- 
ticable extent, Dut alnost without excep- 
tion these are employed as supplemental 
rather than as preliminary aids to con- 
version. They may even be given a correl- 
ative place, but they gre not regarded as 
a preparatory course desirable to be taken 
before entering the higher walks of spirit- 
uaMty. 

But Mr. Haynes’ conclusions are worthy 
of and will be given consideration by every 
one who is: familiar with this personality 
and his work. There is nobody who has 
worked harder to present the gospel of his 
Christ to the masses in the congested parts 
of the city or one who has given the prob- 
lems of their condition more searching 
study. His conclusions are not. hastily 
reached. His reasoning is not directed by 
his prior conceptions of what ought to be, 
but by facts and causes and effects @s he 
finds them to exist. 

It must be conceded that at the Spruce 
Street Mission he has not lacked material 
for observation. This mission was first es- 
tablished in the old Italian church at Sixth 
and Spruce streets; it was moved to an- 
other location near by, then moved to an- 
other place as the slum center altered, and 
is now on Seventh street eouth of Market 
street. 

Mr. Haynes is one of the younger busi- 
ness men of St. Louis who are able to prose- 
eute their enterprises successfully and still 
find time for a vast amount of evangelical 
and philanthropic work and public-spirited 
endeavor. He accomplishes great results 
in these times because he brings to them a 
business man’s comprehensive grasp and 
wide knowledge, accurate discrimination 
and disciplined energies.

PREHISTORIC MONSTERS 
IN A PENNSYLVANIA CAVE, 


IPD DDID DIPS CESS EOGE HHH 
Scientists’ Excursion to a Great Deposit of In- 
terest for the Paleontologist. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 6.

HD famous Port Kennedy Bone Cave, 
near Port Kennedy, Pa., was re- 
cently visited by 30 members of the 
Mineralogical and Geological Section of the 
_. Atademy of Natural Sciences of Philadel- 
_ phia. Among them were the well known 
geologists, Theodore D. Rand and Benjamin 
__, Smith Lyman, of the late Geological Survey 
. @f Pennsylvania; Dr. Florence Bascom of 
' Bryn Mawr College; G. M. Knapp of the 
Geoicgical Survey of New Jersey; Prof. O. 
Cc. 8. Carter of the Boys’ High School; the 
Misses Mary 8. Holmes and Ella Lyndall 
of the Girls’ High School; Miss E. N. Wool- 
man of the Girls’ Normal School, and Lewis 

Woolman., 

The cave is in a deep limestone quarry in 
~ ‘the side of a 210 foot hill. At the top of the 
~ bill, on the uptfrned edges of the lime- 
_ Stone, the trias can be seen resting there- 

on, the trias ‘having a slight dip northward 

and the limestone a much steeper dip in 

the opposite direction, say about 45 degrees 

southward. The opposing walls of a fissure 

or uncovered cavern some 2% feet in width 
were pointed out in the quarry.

@tone blocks were being elevated in small 
ears, from which they were dumped into 
the railroad company’s larger cars for 
transportation elsewhere.

vicinity. listening to descriptions of the lo- 
eality and its flora and fauna. 

This wonderful cave was first explored in 
‘487i by Charles M. Wheatley, who obtained 

- the bones of many animals now extinct. 
In fact, the whole animal kingdom then 
. ‘existent seems to thave ‘been represented 

Lin this cave. 
~ \ In 184, the quarry having been worked 

’ down to a lower lever, the cavern was once 
more opened and a number of fossil bones 
again exhumed, which were carelessly cast 
with the Joose material in which they were 
entombed upon the refuse dump heap. Tihis 
fact having been brought to the attention 
of Dr. Samuel G. Dixon, President of the 
Academy, he, with the assistance of Sam- 
uel N. Rhoades, also of the academy, ob- 
tained a number of specimens of various 
animals. 

Still later funds for more extensive work 
were jointiy contributed by Dr, Dixon, 
Clarence B. Moore and Henry C. Mercer, 
and a thorough, careful ard systematic 
search for fossiis was made under the per- 
gonal supervision of H. ©. Mercer. 

This resulted in the bringing to light of 
a very large additional number of the bones 
of many animals. As had been done pre- 
viously with the specimens of the Wheatley 
collection, thoge now collected for the acad- 
emy were also submitted for study and 
identification to the late lamented Prof. 
Kdaward D. Cope, who during thre intervals 
of a painful and mortal fliness prepared a 
monograph upon the Mammalia and oltier 
vertebrate animals of this exclusively 
uniqne deposit. 

Summing ‘1p the varied fauna described in 
this monograph we find that Prof. Cope 
had determined from the two collections at 
least 400 individual animais, composing % 
distinet species. which he distributed within 
3% genera. 

By far the greater number of these ani- 
mala are now extinct, though there are 
closely allied species of many of them now 
living.

not so large. The different species varied 
in size from somewhat smalier than a buf- 


dant form in this deposit, the Wheatleyi. 
probably was tei of mcre feet in fength, 
and stood on all four feet four or five fect 
in height. 


The fore limbs of these animals were 
lenger than the hind ones, and their feet 
temminated in four or five toes armed with 
large and markedly curved claws. The 
hinder quarters were especially massive, 
and the bones of their short hind limbs 
were shorter and thicker than the corre- 
sponding bones of the elephant. When 
walking they made elongated impressions 
in the muds and sands of their day, more or 
less Nke those of the human foot. Some of 
theee impressions, having been preserved in 
the subsequently solidified rocks of some re- 
gions, have been mistaken for and over-con- 
fidently described as those of man. 

Respecting the cave bear, it may be stated 
that the teeth and jaws were larger and 
more formidable than those of the grizzly, 
while its most abundant food, Cope sug- 
gests, was the Megalonyx. The specimens 
of black bear indicate animals varying in 
size as does the black bear of to-day. it 
was evidently the same as the existing ati- 
mal, but was not so abundant as the cave 
bear. 

Of the terrible eaber-toothed tigers there 
were two species, one about the size of the 
lion. and the other the jaguar. These anl- 
mais had long protuding compressed saber- 
shaped canine teeth, which Cope considers 
better adapted for the destruction of the 


sloths and bears of that time than would be. 


the smaller and more conic canine teeth of 
the tiger of to-day. Of the latter an allied 
species was also found in the fissure @, 
posit. It was about as large as the jaguar. 

It is curious to observe in thie deposit at 
so high a latitude, 40 degrees north, numer- 
ous individuals of one species of tapir, a 
genus now characteristic of warmer and 
more southern regions, and equally inter- 
vesting and puzzling is it to note on the 
other hand the ovcurrence of the wolverine, 
a genus not now known sovth of northern

These are the black snake, the 
garter snake, the ribbon smake, the water 
snake, and that most interesting of inmocu- 
ous serpents known as the ‘hog-nosed snake, 
blow snake, puff-adder, or tiger snake. 

The four first named are likely to hiber- 
nate together. They all go wnderground 
in the vicinity of a pond or marsh—just as 
in the summer they sustain life by feeding 
on frogs and other small denizens of 
swamps. 

The hog-nosed snake prefers to pass the 
winter in sandy soil. The sharp, horny 
snout from which he derives this one of 
his many names enables ‘him to dig a tem- 
porary grave, instead of depending, as @o 
the others, on chance cavities under rocks 
and the like. 

This handsome little snake has developed 
the clever trick tmitating the viper. 
When alarmed, ‘the coils, flattens his head 
and hisses in a terrible’ - way. Place your 
hand near him and he will jerk his hear 
violentiy, with an extra loud hiss, like, a 
rattiesnake striking its victim. But he 
never opens his mouth to bite, because the 
fissing is bluff, and he knows it. With 
his tiny teeth he might draw a drop of 
blood, but he could not hurt a baby, and 
he would not try. You may pick him up 
with impunity, and he will stop flattening 
his head and hissing.

: HOW TO GET A 
: MARRIAGE LICENSE. 


The season of social events is on, and 
with it there is the usual rush in the an- 
cient and honorable practice of marrying 
and giving in marriage. Before loving cou- 
ples can enjoy the bliss of the matrimonial 
etate, it is necesasry for them to pass 
through two embarrassing ordeals—procur- 
ing the Hcense and submitting to the sol- 
emn ceremony of marriage. 

In weddings no one is altogether inex- 
perienced. If a man has not been an active 
party in one, he has seen several and has 
some idea what he is expected to do on 
such a momentous occasion. But with the 
marriage license it is different. Few per- 


they intend to make an investment them- 
selves. Consequently, when they do go, 
they do not know how to act, and the re- 
sult is they frequently betray an amusing 
embarrassment. The purpose of this story 
is to inform all persons who contemplate 
marriage of the mysttries-of the marriage 
licerise office and of what they must do 
when they visit it. 

The authority to issue marriage licenses 
is vested in the Recorder of Deeds of St. 
Louis. His office is in the Courthouse. It 
is the great, gloomy building in the shape 
of a Greek croes that stands in the square 
bounded on the east and west by Fourth 
street and Broadway and On the north and 
south by Chestnut and Market streets. All 
couples who wish to procure the permis- 
sion of the law to wed must visit this 
building unless they prefer to add some- 
thing to the clerk’s legal fee and induce 
him to visit them at their homes. This 
method is not often resorted to except by 
persons of means, who wish to surround 
their marriage with as much dignity as 
possible. 

With the system of transfers that recent- 
came in vogue in this city couples may 
board street cars anywhere in the city and 
g) direct to Courthouse square. Upon ar- 
riving there they will go to one of the 
building's two main entrances, which are 
on Broadway and Fourth street. 


They lead into a broad, lofty corridor, 
which opens in the center of the bullding 
under the dome. The seekers for the mar- 
riage license office wil! find it by facing 
the Chestnut street side of the buliding 
while standing under the dome. They will 
see a great brass sign before them, reading, 
“Marriage Licenses.” It hangs over the 
door to the marriage license department 
of the Recorder of Deeds’ office. The 
couple, wpon entering this door, will find 
themselves in a narrow hall running around 
a little space boxed off in one corner. 
That's the office proper. It is about 10 feet 
square. It is entered through a latticed 
swinging door. 


Two clerks—a chief La a deputy—are 
ready to receive all visitors. It is pre- 
sumed that, when a man appears in the of- 
fice with a woman, he wants a license. So, 
when the clerk sees a couple, he seizes his 
pen and begins to ask the usual questions. 
He first fills out the application blank. In 
doing this, he asks the names Of the appli- 
canta, their addresses and ages. The appli- 
cants are expected to answer all these 
questions correctly and one will be required 
to perjure one’s self if one does not. After 
the bianks are filled out, the clerk asks if 
the applicants are related, and, if @, in 
what degree, If a relationship in as ciose 
degree as first cousin is discovered, tbe li- 
cense is refused, because the law does not 
allow @& Man and woman to marry if re- 
lated in that degree. But if there is no 
such relagion the clerk administers the oath

tered if answers to the usual questions 
show. that the man is under 21 years of age 
or the girl is under 18 or both, for they must 
be over those ages to marry and the license 
can only be obtained in that case by the 
parent of the person too young going to the 
office and giving his written consent. 


If all the questions are answered satisfac- 
torlly, the clerk fills out a large sheet of 
parchment. It is the license, and he simpiy 
puts the date of the issuance and the names 
of the parties and their addresses on it. It 
has two sections. One is the marriage cer- 
tificate, which Is signed by the minister or 
justice performing the ceremony, and the 
other is to be returned by the minister or 
justice with an affidavit that he performed 
the marriage ceremony for the holders. 
Soon as the license is issued, a record of 
the issuance is made. It is not complete 
until the record of the return is added. 
These records are examined every 9 days. 
and all uncompleted ones are referred to the 
Grand-jury, and if the parties to whom the 
licenses were issued cannot account for 
them, they are indicted and prosecuted for 
their frivolity or negligence as the case may 
be. 


The Marriage License Clerk is not in the 
mercantile business, but the nature of his 
office makes it incumbent upon him, as a 
public servant, to keep a stock of embossed 
and engraved Marriage certificates on hand 
for sale at cost to couples. There are sev- 
eral varieties and grades of these, and cou- 
ples ‘thay get them merely by asking for 
them. They vary in prbce according .to 
quality. But if none of these certificates 
is wanted, the couple may go with the one 
on their license. The fee allowed by 
law for the licenge Is $1, and that is all the 
clerks ask. That pald, the ordeal of the 


marriage license is past, and only that of 


the wedding remains. 
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HOW TO OBTAIN

HOW TO SECURE 
A RBVENUE STAMP.

times Is a delinquent bondsman punished, 
and this peculiar industry flourishes. 

It was to kill the power of the “pro- 
fessional bondsman” that Judge Sidener }:- 
sued an order that all persons charged with 
a simple misdemeanor be released upon 
their own recognizance until the day fol- 
lowing. That is, when a man Is arrested for 
disturbing the peace, his name and offense 
are recorded at the Police Station and he 
is told to go free, drunk or sober, but in 
no wise to fail to appear in the Police Court 
within 24 hours to answer for his offense. 

In this manner the prisoner becomes his 
own bondsman and the power of the pro- 
fessional is lost 


Such is the way by which Judge Sidener 
proposes to kill the businezs of Police 
Court “grafting.”’ 


There is no law in St. Louls covering the 
crime of the ‘‘confidence man.’ For years 
these individual: have been ‘robbing the 
guileless and unwary, especially farmers 
and men from smaller towns who came to 
St. Louis. These men frequent Union Sta- 
tion and entice their victims to a place, 
usually a saloon, and usually fleece them 
of their money by inveigling them Into a 
dice game. The offenders, if arrested, are 
invariably sent to the Police Court on a 
charge of “idling.” If their guilt is estab- 
lished they are fined and usually ‘given 
hours’’ to leave the city—that is to say, 
they are given their choice of paying the 
fine or of getting out of St. Louis by a 
certain hour set by the court. 


But these men were not “idling.’”” As a 
matter of fact, they are always very busy. 
Besides that, they can cla'm a place of 
abode, and they always have money. It 
is anomalous to convict them of “idling.”’ 
They know this, and appeal their cases to 
the Court of Criminal Correction. There 
the decision of the Police Court is nearly 
always reversed and they are set free. 


To remedy this condition Judge Sidener 
has drafted the following amendment to 
the city ordinances, section 1062, clause 3, 
which will be introduced at the next sez- 
sion of the Hovse of Delegates by Capt. 
Charles 8. Holtcamp: 

Any person or persons who, for the purpose 

of gaming or gambling, entices by misrep- 

resentation or otherwise, any person or per- 

sons to any building, room, shed or public 
place in the city of St. Louis for the purpose 

of engaging any such person or persons in 

any gaine or games of chance prohibited by 

city ordinance. 

This law, when enacted, will make it 


-* 


possible to convict a “confidence man” 
and thereby check the power of a class 
of offenders whose presence in St. Louis 
is notorious, 

A few days ago a confidence man was 
arraigned in the Police Court charged with 
“idling.’’ Judge Sidener refused to fine 
him, saying: 

“This man may be guilty of larceny, but 
he is certainly not guilty of idling. He has 
a stated place of abode and had money 
when he was arrested. The fact that he is 
willing to plead guilty on the condition 


=. 


Junet Geo.B. Sipenep 
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that he be given hours to leave the city 
does not warrant me in fining him. In the 
future I shall never fine a man unless he 
be guilty of the crime with which he is 
charged. There shall be no temporizing. 
It is not law nor justice when any other 
plan is followed. 

“I am opposed to the system of giving a 
man hours to leave the city. The law con- 
templates that when a person is guilty of 
an offense he shall be punished. It does not 
conternplate that his offense here shall be 
condoned and he be sent to some other 
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community to repeat the offense there. 
Nor is it fair for us to unload undesirable 
citizens on other cities. When we banish 
one of this class he goes to a new com- 
munity. We know him here, and his ca- 
pacity to do harm is minimized, but when 
he goes into a new community he is sup- 
posed to be an honest man, and can thus 
operate for a time without being under 
constant surveillance of the police. 

“As soon aS my amendment is made a 
law it will be an easy matter to convict 
these ‘“‘confidence men’’ according to law, 
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and that is the only way a person can be 
convicted In my court.” ! 

Concerning his order directed against 
“professional ,bondamen™” Judge Sidener 
said: 

“This plan was evolved by Chief Camphell 
and myself, an4 has worked with gratifying 
success. In all such cases we have had 
only one bond forfeiture since the order 
Was issued) Under the old system we 
would have had ® or more in the same 
time. 

“This move was aimed at the pernicious 
system of ‘grafting’ which has preva:led 
around the Four Courts Building for years. 
Pefore I went on the bench I had practiced 
in the criminal and police courts and I 
was thoroughiy familiar with the practices 
and determined to remedy matters. The 
‘grafting’ ts confined largely to the ‘profcs- 
sional bondsmen.’ They preyed upon un- 
fortunate women and men and made incred- 
ible sums of money by. bailing them out and 
promising them ‘protection.’ For this prom- 
ise, which the bondsmen were in no posi- 
tion to fulfill, the defendant paid a round 
fee. which was regulated only by the de- 
fendant’s capacity to pay. 

In order to get enough money to pay the 
bondsmen and grafters the unfortunates 
were driven to graver crimes. Robberies 
by women became more numerous because 
of the demands made wpon them by the 
‘grafters.’ 

“The bondemen In many cases were men 
who ownr:d no property. Their bonds were 
not worth the paper they were written on. 
I would not stand to eee the helpless de- 
fendants pay for a worthless ‘bond, and 
then to see the city loge revenue In order to 
fatten the ‘grafters.’ I appointed apprais- 
ers to investigate the property ‘of some of 
these ‘straw bondsmen,’ and when I was 
absolutely convinged that they were not 
valid I barred them from signing bonds. 
Later I adopted the plan of allowing certain 
defendants to sign their own bonds.” 

One of his decisions that attracted much 
comment was when Judge Siener fined 
a defendant $25 on the charge of disturbing 
his wife’s peace and then stayed the fine, 
costs and all, on the condition that he pay 
his wife the amount of the fine. 

‘This man, who drove his wife from home 
and then abused her had _ influential 
friends.”’ said Judge Sidener. “I thought 
they might try to have the fine remitted. 
Then no good would come at all of the fine 
I had imposed. The woman was penniless 
and I knew the money would be welcome 
to her at a time when winter was coming 
on ard she and her two children needed 
clothing. I have never regretted my decis- 
ion in that case.”’ 

In South St. Louis one night recently a 
man became intoxicated and went home 
and assaulted his wife. With a hatchet 
he demolished the furniture. Judge Sidener 
asked the mzn’s wife what the value of 
the propertv was.. She replied that it cost

One of the tests was with a six-inch 
nickel-steel armor plate. This plate had 
been fired at five times before, the projec- 
tile used being a 100-pound armor-piercing 
one: The plate had withstood the impact 
of these shots without cracking, although 


dented, and the test by armor experts was 
considered a most satisfactory one, 

“Do you think you can smash thai 
plate, Gathmann?” sneeringly asked one or 
the experts betore the test. 

“Yes,” was Mr. Gathmann’s response, 
“And, what's more, I'll emash it with a 
wooden projectile.’’ 


In all these tests it is aimed to produce 
the same conditions as would obtain in a 
naval combat. The armor plate to be fired 
at is backed up by massive oak timbers, 
set deep in the earth, and these in turn 
are backed up by tons upon tons of sand, 
giving the same, or even greater, element 
of rigidity that a shot would encounter in

Mr. Gathmann loaded up a wooden shel!

The piate was shattered to 
pleces, while the timbers and earth back of 
it were scattered in all directions. But even 
this did not convince the bureau experts, 
and they explained Gati®nann's success on 
the ground that the plate had been weak- 
ened by the five previous shots it had with- 
stood.

Where, then, has taken place this great 
loss of life in warfare during 1598 and 
1899? . 

The first of these wars in time and in 
importance to us was the one between the 
United States and Spain. This was one 
of ‘the most remarkable wars in history, 
when thé results are compared with the 
logs of life. Spain lost her colonial pos- 
sessions in two hemispheres, and, though 
the war was on both land and sea, the 
total killed in action was only 23. What 
is yet more remarkable, only 293 of these 
were on the American side. 

Up to date, 3200 lives have been sactificed 
in our effort to control] the Philippines.

Again, in that same month, at For- 
mosa, savage tribes rebelled against Japan 
in the attempt to extend its jurisdiction, 
and 300 lives were taken.

So in Nicaragua, last February, 
when Gen. J. P. Reyes started a revolu- 
tion, in which five hundred were killed. 

In November of last year Regalados made 
an effort to oygerthrow the government of 
San Salvador, and about five hundred per- 
sons were slain. So it was in Brazil, in 
Punts $e, when the northern provinces 
started a rebellion to restore the monarchy 
and again in Apri] when Jose Mario began 
a revolt. The total loss of lives was #0. 

In .Colombia, only a few weeks ago, 
poorly armed rebels, under the direction 
of Gen. Reyes, then in Paris, started @ re- 
volt that sacrificed 900 lives. 


In July of last year Ecuador suffered 
from a rebellion and Peru also. Then 
Venezuela came in with a revolution early 
last year and Gen. Jose Manuel Hernandes 
is now carrying it on with some hope of 
success. In these thf®e revolts about 7200 
lives have been taken. 

Gen. Jimenez has his troubles tn San 
Domingo, and after the loss of 400-7lives 
we get the news that the revolution had 
succeeded and President Figueiro has re- 
signed. 

According to the estimate of the |War 
Department it required 364 bullets to\ kill 
a man in the Spanish war, eo on that basis 
it required 15,000,50 bullets ai 
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and became deeply interested. Then the 
inventor told of his efforts to get one of 
the turret plates to experiment upon, and 
the denial of his .request by the bureau 
head.

EVENTEEN years ago Alfred Harmsworth 
S was a poor working journalist sharing a 
room in ‘Battersea, one of the working-class 
quarters of London, with another lad. 

The son of a well-known English barrister, he 
had resigned the opportunity of going through a 
uriversity and becoming a lawyer, preferring to 
earn his living with his pen. 

To-day, though only 3 years old, he is the larg- 
est pewspaper owner and publisher in Great Brit- 
ain 

As a lad of 16 he was earning $25 a week with 
the Illustrated London News; to-day he owns a 
business worth $20,000,000, started and, built up by 
his own skill. His journalistic genius has shaken 
the London press out of the rut of traditionalism, 
his untiring energy has built up newspaper 
preperties with a speed which in England has 
never before been equaled. 

His doings keep the newspaper men of the Old 
Werld in a constant ferment. He is ever de- 
vising new schemes, planning fresh conquests. 
Before he entered the newspaper business a cir- 
culation of a quarter of a million a day was the 
greatest realized by the most successful daily. 
With the Daily Mail he has already trebled that 
record, and ‘he hopes soon to sell a million a day. 
Recently he gave an order to one firm for $5,- 
000,000 worth of paper. What is for him more 
perhaps than anything else, the sweet disposition 
of his wife has conquered the world as com- 

- pletely as the genius of the husband has made 
its way in business. She married him when a 
poor lad, helped him at first by working alongside 
of him in his office, when the was too poor to 
afford many clerks, and has actively participated 
in every step of his progress. 

HAT is the secret of Alfred Harmsworth's 
W success? How is it that out of the 
scores of thousands who have entered the 

same field in London he has so far outrun every 
competitor? Wat underlying principles have 
guided his conduct? It was to answer these 
questions that I sought him out in his news- 


in jevrnalistic luxury. Soft electric lights, deftly 
hidden .behind the beokcases, shed their radiance 
on the ceiling; the mantel was a work of art; 
the statuettes dreams of beauty. Books and 
papers abounded, all in order; no sound of print- 
ing machines penetrated the thick walls; the 
easy chairs invited one to rest. 

The occupant of the room, however, was far 
from resting. As I entered he was busily revis- 
ing the manuscript of his leader for the next 
edition of his paper. He got up, flung himself 
into an easy chair, and, with a dreamy look in his 
eyes reminding’ one of Cecil Rhodes at rest, lis- 
tered to my questions. 

“What is the secret of my success?’ he repeat- 
el in the low tones of one who reserves nerve 
power as much. as possible. ‘‘Concenétration! De- 
votion to my work! Journalism is to me not 
mcrely a business but a hobby and a pleasure. 
Some men dissipate their energies—they devote 
themselves to trotting horses, their minds are 
absorbed with yachting, and so on. Their busi- 
ness is one thing, their pleasures another; and 
as soon as they can they throw their business on 
one side for pleasure. Or else they meddle with 
a dozen different concerns, with few of which 
they can be familiar in all details. Now, I con- 
centrate myself on one thing—journalism. I have 
no trotting horses or anything that stands in the 
place of tratting horses, save half a dozen au- 
tomobiles. Journalism is my business, journalism 
is my recreation, journalism is my all.” 

“Do you mean, Mr. Harmsworth, that the news. 
paper man to be successful must limit himself 
to just one tvhing?’’ 

“[ do not say that what the world calig suc- 
cess is necessarily worthy of having, but as we 
are talking of the thing and you ask me, I 
wceuld reply: Look around for the answer. Look 
at the men who try to do two things and see 
wiere they are. Years ago you had the literary 
barrister, iving in the Temple, who practiced at 
the courts and wrote articles for the newspapers. 
Where is the literary barrister now? They do 
not want him at the courts, and certainly they 
do not at the newspaper offices. 

‘Some men try to carry on newspaper work 
while dabbling in philanthrophy; they are good 
neither in the slums nor in Pleet street. The 
work is so exacting that it requires all a man’s 
self, and the same rule applies not only to 
jovrnalism but to every other business or pro- 
fession.

Many schemes have been tried in dif- 
ferent parts of the world to supply food for 
families through co-operative kitchens.

T is only a few days ago that M. Daniel 

Dupuis, sculptor, engraver, and one of 

the most famcus of modern French 
artists, was murdered at his home, No, 10 
Villa Spontini. His wife, who afterward 
Killed herself, was his murderer. 

The fates that guided her hand were in 
a bitter mood, for the frightful double 
tragedy was not the result of scandal, of 
misunderstanding, nor of such domestic 
bickerings as the world teems with. 

Briefly, the suffering woman ekilled her 
husbend because she loved him too well. 

She was ill, nerve-racked and feared her 
own death. “I can not die before Daniel; 
he would miss me too sorely,” thad been her 
cry for years. Thus she determined that 
they should die together. 

‘Anybody in the artistic world of Par's 
would have agreed a month ago that for 
twenty years the married life of the 
Dupuis couple had been one of idyllic hap- 
piness. 

Nor was their domestic happiness marred 
when a few years ago Mme. Dupuis de- 
veloped a curious sort of invalidism. A 
tendency to tuberculosis she certainly had, 
as her father, Dr. Bernard, regretfully ad- 
mitted; but most of ‘hher symptoms were due 
to nerves. TherefOre it seemed likely that 


her illness would pass with time. Mean- 
while the wife’s weaknees seemed to draw 
the two even more closely together. 

M. Dupuis, gentle and indulgent, did not 
protest when Madame began to discover 
symptoms in him. If the artist chanced to 
take cold she would press lung medicines 
upon him, smother him in extra clothing 
and wraps, suggest to him that fear of 
lung inflafhmation that haunted her own 
brain and warn him of swiftly approach- 
ing consumption. 

In the morning she would beg him to 
stand in the light that she might see his 
face more clearly. , 

“You look ill to-day, my dear one,” she 
would say to him, fairly trembling with 
fear, “‘but remember, if any harm should 
ever come to you, we will die together.” 

The artist did not fear for himself. But 
in his anxiety for his wife’s heaith he waa 
willing to meke any corcession that would 
calm her. Patiently he would listen to her 
descriptions ef the progress of her own 
imaginary diseases, pitifully real to her. 
Every day some new horror assailed her. 
Almost every hour she was sensible of 
some fresh pain that reminded her of her 
own death, which she believed was very 
near. 

“T can not live long,” she persisted in 
saying, “and when [ am dead what will 
become of my husband? Who can think for 
him, care for him? Ah, we two should 
never separate. Better that we should @ie 
together.”’ 

Dupuis’ fears the artist 
came to share. ‘The contagion of neuras- 
thenia is almost irresistible.

My 
returns abound in cases of pens angrily broken because they would 
Act write, clothes torn, dishes smashed, toys destroyed, Knives, shoes 
and books thrown and injured as a vent to anger against inanimate 
objccts. 
Violent anger against persons is often vented by the making of 


faces, striking, biting and various kinds of personal violence. In 


brawls among the lower classes noses, lips and ears are chewed, or oc- 
casionally bitten off, while other damage is inflicted elsewhere with the 
teeth as well as with the feet and hands. 


Many infants when angry and powerless to hurt others strike their 


hends against doors, posts, walls of houses and sometimes on_ the 
ficoor. In this gesture the head may be struck so sharply as to cause 
pain and crying, but more often it is pounded sevéral times with a 
violence which would cause weeping when in a normal condition, but 
during the paroxysms of rage pain does not seem to be felt. Occa- 
sinnally in older children headache will cause them to act thus, but 
this expression of anger rarely outlasts childhood, though in one strik- 
ing instance it persisted to manhood, causing a young man to strike 
his head sharply on the floor whenever his swéetheart danced with 
ar.other. 

In boyish fights butting is @ coinmon practice, and some boys at- 
Blows with the head are often de- 


forehead, being the point of contact. This is interesting, when we re- 
fiect on the number of horned species in the human pedigree. Why 
should a man hook like a cow, butt like a sheep, or hammer with his 
head, and that, too, when the skull is thin and elastic, and the brain 
so delicate an organ? Surely there is nothing in the present genera- 
tion to explain why such an‘experience, which undoubtedly must cause 
more or less shock and pain, can give satisfaction or relief in anger. 
\herefcre there must be some relation between these manifestations of 
anger and a previous existence. 

Sixty-eight per cent of females and 48 of males bite when. angered. 
Very young children, soon after the appearance of the first teeth, 
which are small and sharp, not only try them on all sorts of things, 
hut inflict painful bites with them when angered. Children vary 
greatly in their method of using their teeth on an enemy. Some 
will run up to an enemy, inflict a quick, hard bite, and retreat with 
mc other aggressive act. Others bite firmly and hold on with tenacity. 
In their fights biting often plays an important part with children. 

A Baltimore murderer, under sentence of death, once told me that 
ff he had had a little stick of wood, which he always carried in his 
vest pocket to bite when he Was angry, he would not have inflicted 
the fatal blow for which he was to dle. 

The expression of anger changes with age. While infants yscream, 
stiffen, hold the breath, strike and scratch, age almost always prings 
repression to these manifestations and increased control. The adult, 
fnatead of being impudent, becomes sarcastic; instead of dancing up 
ana down, may walk with heavy tread to and fro; instead of shout- 
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courage, but 30 years of peace and the milk and water foreign policy 
of many of our administrations had imbued other governments with 
the idea that it would be impossible to provoke a conflict with us. This 
i's now changed, as a direct result of our foreign war. It is found that 
it is not only possible to provoke us, but that upon occasion we can lay 
about us most lustily. Our representatives abroad will receive more 
respectful attention and the rights of the traveling American will be as 
much respected in the futrre as they have been ignored in the past. T> 
keep peace at any price inay be diplomatic courage, but it is too fre- 
nuently taken for cowardice, and our Consu!s have sometimes suffered 
Insolence, 

It was very plainly demonstrated that Spain, though rated as a 
great power by many European war experts, was no match for the 
ti States, and the ease with which we crushed the eggshell of her 
pretensions was most astonishing to those who failed to realize thar 
the young nation of the Western Hemisphere was no longer an in- 
fant, but a giant in strength and resources. We now find nations seek- 
ing our good will as something worth having and the whole tone of the 
foreign press has changed for the better. This, of course, is a distinct 
gain and must have great bearing upon any future negotiations in 
which we may engage. There is no longer any suggestion by ill-in- 
formeJ diplomats that in the event of difficulties the North and South 
would once more take up arms against each other. That bugbear, 
which had its origin in the imagination of some so-called European 
Statesmen, has finally disappearcd from foreign calculation. They know 
now that the causes which once threatened the very existence of this 
Union are completely buried. 

Patriotism for cur country has ceimented still more firmly the bonds 
ef brotherhood, until there are no political boundaries. There is no 
North, no South, no East, no West, but just one nation. The war has 
ro. only brought us recognition from our neighbors, but some lessons 
we have learned we are now putting to good account. It was almost an 
impossibility to arouse Congress to a realization of our defenseless con- 
dition until the scare caused by the Spanish fleet. Our coast lines were 
nearly bare of defenses and no adequate sums could be had to improve 
them. This is now changed for the better and much has been accom- 
plish toward making us. safe from attack. 

Not only has it been thought necessary to defend our shore bat- 
teries, but the latest inventions have been applied to the wonderf#! 
destructive machines placed upon our floating batteries. 

The size of our army has been materially increased and with a grade 
of recruitg that were not before obtainable. I do not believe that ever 
again, were war declared, would we be found in so bad a plight as in 
the beginning of the difficulty with Spain. We had no supplies, no 
ammunition, no equipments; yet In spite of these conditions our show- 
ing in the field was such as to surprise the military men of the world. 
No other nation can hope to find us in the future so unprepared. 

In my inspections I have been well satisfied with the improvements 
that are in active course of construction at the forts I have just visited. 
But while the work has not been as rapid in@all instances as I had 
hoped for, yét it is being done well, and that in‘itself is gratifying. 

Frem time to time we have stated with wild enthusiasm the fact 
that we requjred no army—that no foe lived who wouwld not fall before 
us. We have felt safe in the impregnable armor of our conceit, and it 
needed, perhaps, a lesson as awful as the baptism of battle to force the 
knowledge of our own weakness upon us. A little taste of war has 
taucht us that it takes organization and tramning to win battles. We 
no ionger consider ourselves able to whip all creatién without the aid 
of ‘mproved arms. We have discarded the Springfield for the Krag- 
Jorgensen, our smooth-bpore cannon for modern rifled ordnanee; and in 
the future our armies will be as well trained and well equipped as the 
best. It is a great deal easier, by fortifying, to prevent the destruction 
of cur cities than it is to rebuild them. 

The causes that led up to the Spanish-American war are familiar to 
the whole American people. It is not for me to recount them. I can 
only call to mind that one of its prime factors has, since the adjust- 
ment with Spain, been to us a deep source of annoyance—the Cubans 
themselves. The reconcentrado was surely a pitiful object, and that 
ve took up arms in his defense is not'a matter for wonder. But we 
find that to sympathize with wretchedness is one thing and to remove 
it another. We have brought them relief from oppression, but we 
have found it impossible to also bring content. 

I do not quarrel with their longing for self-government. It is but 
natural they should wish to administer their own laws, and were they 
fit so te do we would unquestionably allow them. To withdraw now 
would lighten responsibility for us, but would again plunge the island 
into chaos. We -have undertaken responsibilities which we cannot 
shirk, and if in the end we fit them for self-government we have done 
a deed for humanity's sake which no other nation would undertake.

Scipio's imminent danger springs from a constitutional defect—a 
defect that is exemplified in the fact that the whirr of wheels puts 
him asleep when he enters a factory.

And it doesn’t by any means require expensive ma- 
chiInery; the monotonous lullaby of a ten-dollar wagon in the August 
sn is inevitably effective. This constitutional defect is not curable in 
vne generation, and no man possessing it may be safely trusted with 
the helm of an automobile. An automobile with a cotton train behind 
and anxious to overtake the steerer on every down-grade calls for any- 
thing but slumber. With the mule it is different. He may be de- 
pended on to lie well back in his breeching and if necessary coast with 
everything, including his ears, thrust forward, and he will keep in 
the middle of the road. But the automobile is as yet neither discreet 
ner experienced. 

What is true of Scipio upon the wagon is true of him upon an 
improved farming implement. To those who have seen him mounted 
upon a wheeled harrow halted in the shade of a persimmon tree where 
his mules have wandered with him at 11 a. m., the whole outfit asleep, 
it is very apparent what will happen when plows.or disks are hung 
under the new motors and the colored man-with-the-hoe has been op- 
timistically promoted. He may learn eventually to keep awake when 
on Cuty; he may learn tou wandér about, cakewalk, ’possum-hunt and 
hypnotize poultry lees after bedtime, and so approach the new crisis 
with more capacity for resisting the seductive glide of rubber tires— 
but it will be long after the automobile idea is in full operation. Hold- 
ing to wabbly plow handles, with an occasional root to throw him 
across the row, with a pressing necezsity for supplying certain words 
Which are part of the Kentuckian’s hereditaments, and with the chance 
of walking Into a ground rattler’s siesta and yellow jacket conventions, 
he manages to keep in partial touch with consciousness. But put 
him on an automobile of a summer day, the novelty gone, and he 
would be down among the cogs and other old things in 20 minutes. 

And with, Scipio will pags out the mule. Indeed, here is a genuine 
tragedy outlined. Dispviaced in the South, not atractive as food, 
canned or otherwise, nor valuable as a friend of the family, the mule 
threatens to fall into innocuous desuetude along with the mammoths 
and retired Presidents of Refublics.

SHOULD THE DEATH PENALTY 

By Henry Winthrop Gray, Special Commissioner of Jurors 

of New York, 

()° GENERAL principles it seems to me that a life sentence, 
with the possibility of pardon after years of imprisonment, 
would have a much less deterrent effect upon the mind of 
one contemplating crime than punishment by death. It has 

often heen advanced that murders have generally been committed on 
the sour of the moment--when the murderer has no time to think as 
to what the penalty may be and is not deterred by the statute pre- 
scribing capital punishment. The evident fallacy of this is that capital 
punishment is only inflicted for the crime of murder in the first degree, 
where premeditation is an essential element of the crime. A man can 
hurdly eontemplate the commission of the erime of murder without at 
the same time contemplating the penalty prescribed therefor. 

I have heard it advanced that the,death penalty is a relic of: bar- 
barisin and should be abolished because when once inflicted upon a 
man, subsequently found to be innocent, the mistake could never be 
rectified. This, in antithesis to economic principles, hardly stands. In 
the first place men are punished, not because they are actually guilty, 
but because the law, in the best-:interests of the many, says that when 
a defendant is proven guilty beyond a reasonable doubt, he shall be 
punished. It is for this very reason that our law gives to a defendant 
the benefit of every reasonable doubt and a fair and unbiased doubt. 
Economically, the interest of the many should never be made subsidiary 
to the interest of the few. The late Chief Justice Stephen of England 
has been quoted as saying that it is not and never was a principle 
of our law that it is better that twenty guilty men escape 
than one innocent man be punished. If the argument, based 
upon the possibility of error, is to be given weight, it would seem that 
no conviction should be had in any case. It ig no harder for a man 
to give his life in the preservation of the public peace and security 
than in defense of it. It is a serious thing to find a man. guilty of a 
crime punished with death, but when once found guilty, on competent 
evidence, to a degree where no reasonable doubt remains, I believe that 
the best interests of the public are-served when. the punishment is 
carried out. ;

As to the possibility of its being abolished in New York State, out of 
nearly 36,000 men examined in this office, only 18 per cent were dis- 
aualified because they objected to capital punishment. If we are to 
regard this as a fair demonstration of public sentiment it would seem 
that 8 per cent is in favor of capital punishment. It appears to me 
that the great difficulty in procuring jurors in capital cases arises from 
what one might call the iack of judicial mind, which enables the juror 
to climjnate from his consideration of the evidence, opinions or impres- 
sions attributable solely to hearsay, together with a misunderstanding 
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atereoty ped. 
Some children grow o ntoward maturity with no instruction in con- 


’ trolling anger, and feel that not to fight on every provocation is a sign 
of cowardice. These cases are rare, however, and experience soon 
teackes every child the necessity of some restraint. The mirror some- 
timer makes a sudden revelation of ugliness that is a great aid, while 
gepulsive and extreme exhibitions of anger in others prompt good re- 
golves by way of warning, as do examples of great control by emula- 
tion. 

One of the best methods of treatment is neglect. In this way the 
child is simply ignored or perhaps isolated as disagreeable, trouble- 
gome or sick, and in this way made to feel what it is to be deprived 
ef companionship and love and to understand that it must control its 
‘temper and restrain’ its outbreaks if it would enjoy the pleasures of 
Nfe. Plain, straight talk is often effective, and a graphic description. 
of their conduct, its effects and consequences when they are adult 
often brings an increase of self-knowledge in a most wholesome di- 
rection. 

In some cases I believe anger should be worked off by legitimate 
and regulated fighting. There are certain states of mind for which 
ne ordinary modes of treatment are adequate, and to stand up square- 
ty in a give-and-take contiict, whether with fists or tongue, teaches a 
wholesome sense of resporsibility and also gives a hearty man-making 
type of courage. There is perhaps no better school of control than to 
face an equal in a fistic contest and know that the least loss of temper 
involves a wild blow, a joss of guard and a bloody nose or black eye, 
while victory, other things being equal, is sure to rest with him who 
can take a stinging blow in the face or anywhere without bring his 
bead and thus missing an opporunity.

" Narratives of the First Religious Ex- 
perience of the President and 
the Great Evangelist. 


| CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 15. 
Epeciat Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
R* AARON D. MORTON, who con- 


verted President William McKinley 


and brought him to the Methodist 
Church, resides in a modest-looking board- 
ing house in this city at 1048 Central ave- 
nue. This event occurred 42 years ago. The 
conversion was, to use a Methodist phrase, 
“pronounced and satisfactory,”’ and all his 
life since the man who is now President of 
the United States has been an active lay- 
™man. © 

The Rev. Mr. Morton is 76 years old. He 
tells the story of McKinley's conversion 
with great acuracy. For several years the 
‘aged minister has been retired. 

In 1857 Mr. Morton was the pastor of a 
Methodist Church at |Poland, O., where the 
McKinley family lived at that time. Mrs. 
McKinley and her daughter Anna were 
members of the congregation and regular 
attendants,. but the other members of the 
fasaily, including the father and William, 
who was then about 14 years of age, were 
not. 

The revival was held in the spring, an4 
one night toward the end of the week Wil- 
liam McKinley attended. He was not no- 
ticed until? he expressed his conversion, 
when he made such an impression on the 
minister that the latter watched his course 
in after life and noted with satisfaction 
that the convert was not a backslider. Con- 
cerning the Case, Mr. Morton said: 

“Young McKinley’s admission to the 
church made such a vivid impression on 
my mind that I will never forget it. He 
bad been a frequent attendant at the Sun- 
day services and was an earnest listener. 
On the evening McKinley ‘got up’ I had 
been exhorting all my hearers to repent 
of théir sins and seek salvation of their 
souls.

The 
uncie said that when Dwight read his Bible 
out loud he cculdn’t make anything more 
out of it than he could out of the chatter- 
ing of a lot of blackbirds. Many of the 
words were so far beyond the boy thai he 
left them out entirely when he read and 
the majority of the others he mangled 
fearfully. The young man came on Sunday 
to the old Mount Vernon Church to Sunday 
6chool. He told Superintendent Paimer 
who he was and asked to be placed in a 
class. The superintendent brought Dwight 
to the clase I was teaching and he took his 
seat among the other boys. I handed him a 
closed Bible and told him the lesson was 
in John, The boy took the book and began 
running over the leaves away at the first 
of the volume looking for John. Out of the 
corners of their eyes the boys saw what 
he was doing and detecting his ignorance 
glanced ehyiy and knowingly at one anoth- 


* er, not rudely of course, you understand. I 


gave the boys just one hasty glance of re- 
proof. That was enough, thefr equanimity 
was restored immediately. I quietly hand- 
ed Moody my own book open at the right 
place and took his. I didn’t suppose the boy 
could possibly have noticed the glances ex- 
changed between the other boys over his 
ignorance, but it seems from remarks made 
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in later years that he did and he said in 
reference to my little act in exchanging 
books with him that he would stick by the 
fellow that had stood up by him and who 
had done him a good turn like that. 

“Then came the day when I determined 
to speak to Mccdy about Christ and about 
his soul, I started down to Holton’s shoe 
store. When I was nearly there I began to 
wonder whetner I ought to go just then 
during business hours. TI thought maybe 
my mission might so embarrase the boy 
that when I vent away the other clerks 
m’ght ask who I was and when they 
learned migat taunt Moody and ask if I 
was trying to make a good boy out of him. 
While I was pondering over it all 1 passed 
the store without noticing It. Then when I 
found that I had gone by the door I deter- 
m'ned to make a dash for it and have it 
over at once.

Mr. Kimball also referred to the stories of 
alleged efforts by the church authorities 
to repress Mr. Moody in the early days and 
pervent him from speaking and praying so 
much. These stories like all of the others 
alluded to are without the least foundation 
whatever ard one preacher once told Mr. 
Moody that whatever the Lord may have 
intended him to do it was not to preach. 
That minister apologized many, many years 
ago. Mr. Kimball also told of one of the 
most affecting episodes in Mr. Moody’s life. 
Mr. Moody's mother for many years never 
sanctioned her son's choice of the pulpit as 
his life work. She was a member of a non- 
evangelical church, but it would seem from 
the story that her conversion was left to be 
accomplished through her son. AThe mother 
never even heard her son preach until long 
years after he was world renowned. In 1875 
he returned to Northfleid to preach shortly 
after coming back to America from one of 
his great London successes. The family 
still lived on the old farm and drove to town 
to Sunday meeting just as they used to do 
years before. Most of the members of the 
family were going to drive to town that 
morning to hear Dwight. The mother 
startled the daughter by saying: “t don't

SHAT a perfect sense of hearing, next 
to good eyesight, is the most valu- 
able of our physical senses no one 


among the laity as well as among physi- 

-olans, I will, in the following, try to show 

how it would be possible to preserve this 

sense in good condition from infancy up to 
old age. 

(ag The reason why there is so much impaired 
hearing among children as well as among 
_ adults, is that there is not enough attention 
paid to the disturbances in the early stages 
of ear affections. Were this different, near-

_ ‘There ts not another organ in the body 

- With as fine and wonderful a construction, 

~ Hot even the eye excepted, as the ear, For 
this reason it is the best protected part in 

_ the body, for the inner ear, which contains 

the special organism-of hearing, is situated 

“In the strongest bone of the skull, the pe- 

-trous portion of the temporal bone; it Is 

“by this arrangement so well protected 

against injury that nothing but an extreme 

- external force will injure it. 

' The designation impaired hearing or 

deafness ix not a unit; it is divisible into 

' three distinct and very different condi- 
' tions: The first is, in its beginning, an 

evanescent condition, commonly called a 
-- fold in the head, to which, as a rule, no 

‘attention is pais, and which in most jn- 

stances passes off by itself after a week 

or so; the second is an inflammation of 


the tympanic cavity, generally attended 
with high fever, severe pain and great 
prostration; the third condijtion is an af- 
fection of the labyrinth, or the hearing 
nerve proper, which may be primary as a 
nervous affection or secondary to the af- 
fection of the catarrhal and inflammatory 
types, This last affection, which primarily 
is met especially ,2mong ladies who are 
naturally of a nervous disposition and 
which is not usually the form to which 
men are subject, is the most serious va- 
riety of incurable deafness; it is well 
known that the Princess of Wales is af- 
flicted with this form, as the nervous ap- 
paratus of her labyrinth must have be- 
come diseased in some way. 

In infancy and childhood the most fre- 
quent forms are the catarrhal and in- 
flammatory; but as the first does not 
show any serious symptoms and in the 
second the children are mostly prostrated 
by a severe malady that for itself de- 
mands great care, the ear trouble is not 
considered important enough to give it 
special treatment. 

These cases which are neglected partly 
from ignorance of their importance, partly 
from a mistaken pity with the child that 
evidently has already enough to suffer from 
its main disease, are often very destruc- 
tive to the ear and may even endanger the 
life of the individual. These dangerous 
inflamatory cases are most frequently the 
companions of the acute infectious diseases, 
as measles, scarlet fever, diphtheria, in- 
filuenza, pneumonia, meningitis and typhoid 
fever, but may also occur from external 
causes as the impact of a foreign body and 
its attenzpted removal by an unskillful ma- 


Dipulation or the entrance of a few drops 
of water during bathing, etc. This lat- 
ter accident, it was not easy to compre- 
hend until it was learned that many other- 
wise healthy ears have very small fissures 
in the tympanum that allow the entrance 
of smail quantities of liquid; mreover, 
there is not another membrane in the whole 
body that is so sensitive to even the slight- 
est irritation as the healthy membrane of 
the tympanic gavity, as the mere contact 
with water may: excite inflammation, en- 
dangering the life of the individual. 

In the ear affections are intelligently treat- 
ed at this early stage the hearing power Is 
almost sure to be preserved intact, but if 
neglected they are the great source of that 
innumerable class of patients who have 
small or large perforations of the tym- 
panum resp, running at one or both ears 
constantly or intermittingly during their 
lifetime, with, of course, a corresponding 
degree of loss of hearing. Still this is not 
the worst, but the life of*any person with 
more or less discharge from one or both 
ears is in constant peril of an acute ex- 
acerbation, ending in fatal inflammation of 
the brain. Moreover, such a person, hav- 
ing the hearing destroyed only on one side, 
is much more liable to lose the residue with 
advancing yearse—a calamity which may 
rob his or hér life of many of its advan- 
tages and enjoyments. 

The other variety, the catarrhal deaf- 
ness in its chronic form, usually connected 
with some nose or throat trouble, is also 
very frequent, and is especially a preroga- 
tive of adult men who have been, from 
necessity, much exposed to all the vicissi- 
tudes of the weather, are devoted to a 


more or less liberal use of tobacco and 
alcohol and can never prevail upon them- 
selves to take proper care of their ears, 
even if some temporary deafness or some 
fugitive pain makes them conscious that 
there is something wfong with them. If 
this class of patients would take a warn- 
ing in time and submit to efficient treat- 
ment as often as their hearing is impaired, 
they might preserve this faculty well up 
toa old age; left to themselves, these 
case6 go invariably on from bad to worse 
and generally end in nearly total deafness, 
or at least in such hard hearing that they 
are a burden to themselves. in constant 
danger when on the streets of a noisy city 
and an annoyance to their home, because 
of the necessity of addressing them in a 
loud voice. 

The third variety where the nervous ap- 
paratus of the labyrinth itself is affected 
is the saddest, and, until recently, the 
most hopeless of all. As above stated, it is 
the prerogative of ladies of a very nervous 
temperament, especially Hable to follow 
some former nervous affliction, as neural- 
gia, mental emotions, the anxiety en- 
gendered by nursing and night watching 
in cases of severe sickness of family mem- 
bers, sometimes even pregnancy and many 
other forms of nervous prostration, com- 
bined with pronounced blood poverty. This 
variety is especially accompanied with con- 
stant distressing noises in the ear which are 
often more intolerable to the patient than 
the loss of hearing itself, but even these 
unfortunates may be, by the present ad- 
vanees of acience, much comforted if they 
only have the will power to supmit to a 
course of enlightened treatment.

TRICKS 


EXPOSED. 


“There is no such thing as mind-reading.” —Dietrich Neuman.

oS HERE is no such thing as mind read- 
f ing. It is all pretense. The great 
oe mind readers, so called, were all 
» tricksters. The feat most common in mind 
' feading is finding articles hidden by the 
@ubject, or picked out mentally by him. 
This is muscle reading. The operator takes 
the subject's hand and makes a series of 
quick movements in different directions. 
The subject will move freely in the right 
direction and with reluctance in the wrong 
direction. Moreover he will keep his eyes 
fixed on point near the hidden object. When 
the immediate neighborhood is reached the 
operator thrusts his free hand here and 
there, keeping a light hold upon the 
hand of the subject until Me be 
trays his thought. After the operator al- 
jows his eyes to be bandaged a few twitches 
of the ‘facial muscles work the bandages 
Up so that he can see under them. As long 
as he can get his eyes upon the hands and 
- legs of the subject it is enough; I can do 
that with five handkerchiefs over my eyes. 
_ A second test is usually made with a 
wire, the ends held by operator and sub- 
ject. That also is muscle reading, but I 
‘Maas able to use a loosely held handker- 
chief. 
- When the handkerchief is used the oper- 
ator jis obliged to watch it just where’ it 
'. issues from under the subject's thumb. It 
- Will point towards the object. 
The most difficult feat, of course, is to 
find an object while maintaining no con- 
' tact with the suhject. In that case the

One of Irving Bishop’s tricks was to drive 
a pair of horses from end to end of a city, 
while blindfolded, and then to find an ar- 
ticle previously buried. I did the same 
feat without contact, but stipulated that 
the subject should think of the street num- 
ber nearest the hiding place. 

In one feat the operator’s assistant pro- 
duces a number of cards colored red and 
black. He has hie back to the audience, 
his eyes covered. The assistant holds up 
the objects one by one and the operator 
calls out their colors—‘‘Red, red, black, red. 
black, black.”” The slight scraping noise 
made in lifting each red object is not no- 
ticed except by the operator. 

In another test the operator produces sev- 
eral slips of paper about an inch square, 
and asks a member of the audience to write 
a word or two on each. Perhaps the sub- 
ject may write on four squares of paper 
the words ‘“‘Deviled lobster,’’ “Pate de fol 
gras,”’ “Charlotte russe,’’ ‘“‘Pousse cafe.” 
He folds them up and the assistant hands 
them to the operator on a silver salver. 
The operator rolls them up and panee them 
back. 

“Now,” he eays, “fix your mind strong- 
ly upon the words written upon the pa- 
pers.’’ 

While talking he presses his palms to his 
forehead and presently reads out the names, 

The explanation of this is easy. There 
were two sets of papere. Those held in 
the subject’s hands were blank. The oper- 
ator held the others all the time, and as 
his hands were pressed over his forehead 
and brows he deftly unrolled each slip and 
read the words on it. 

Perhaps the operator calle out: “I see a 
lady in chair 4A parquet.

She has not 
heard from him for two years, He left 
home after an unhappy difference in the 
family. He was in San Francisco last 
week. I think he is there now. He is 
living not far from St. Mary's Hospital.’’ 

The information was gathered by de- 
tectives. Every prosperous mind reader 
employes these men. 

A favorite trick is begun by the operator 
locking herself In a room while some man 
does three things. 

The assistant produces a fountain pen, 
pushes the cap on the end and hands it 
to come man, who writes: 


“What thave I been doing?’ 

Some other man carries the pen and pad 
to the operator, 
with the answer: 

“Mr. Blank set his watch at 9:10, threw 
three sixes and a pair of fives and select- 
ed the king of diamonds from a deck of 
cards.”’ 


The assistant thhad learned to write in his

But the trick most successfully used by 
mind readers is the envelope trick. The 
operator has a confederate in the audience, 
and gives an envelope containing a ques- 
tion, for instance, ‘“‘When shall I see my 
mother again?” 

At the proper time the assistant dis- 
tributes about one hundred other envelopes, 
each containing a slip of paper, and each 
person is asked to write something on 
it, place it in the envelape and seal it. 

The assistant brings them all to the 
stage. The one given by the confederate 
is placed at the bottom. 


The operator picks up the top envelope, 
presses it to his forehad and calls out, 
“The slip of paper in this envelope con- 
tains the words, ‘When shall I see my 
mother again?’ Am I right?’’ 

‘‘Yes,” shouts the confederate, 
up. ‘“That’s mine. TI wrote it.’’ 

“T'll tear it open and make sure,” says 
the operator. He does so and sees the 
words, “What did I have for dinner last 
Thursday?’ for, of course, the confederate’s 
envelope has not been opened. 

Then he takes up tthe second envelope, 
presses it to his forehead and shouts out, 
“This envelope contains the words, ‘What 
did I have for dinner Thursday?’ ”’ 

The most remarkable mind-reading feat 
is the one by which an operator telis the 
subject to set hie mind upon any object in 
the room and then gives the name a the 
object, without pausing for an instan 

That is done simply by quickness of 
vision, The subject must be ordered quick- 
ly to make his selection and must do so 
quickly. The operator can follow the sub- 
ject’s line of vision so closely that he 
knows each object he thinks of. 
subject makes his selection he winks.

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IMYSTERIES 


OF THE SEA. 
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Some of the Wonders Discovered 
by Scientists at Great 
Dépths. 


HE mysteries of the deep seas are 
coming .to light. Scientists have 
measured the mountains of the 

ocean bed and their lead lines have pene- 
trated into valleys so deep that the sun's 
rays are lost miles above their bottom. 
Some of these are more than 30,000 feet 
below the surface. If the highest moun- 
tain in the world were set at the bottom 
its summit would be nearly half a mile 
under water. A rope long enough to sound 
their remote depths would reach from the 


Mississippi River into St. Louis County, 

In these valleys there are no plants, weeds 
or vegetation of any kind, because such 
forms of life need light, and at these 
depths there is total darkness. But animal 
life flourishes. Many of these deep-sea ani- 
mals are gigantic. These animals are ali, 
or nearly all, without eyes. Most of them 
eat mud and slime, but there are otners 
who seek living prey, find it by means ot 
great feelers and then grasp and kill it 
with long tentacles, 

It is strange that in these dark and freez- 
ing abysses vast quantites of vegetable mat- 
ter are found that during their lives were 
bathed in tropical sunlight and in water 
80 degrees a@bove zero. These deposits lie 
side by side with other organisms which 
passed al] their lives in darkness, and at u 
temperature near to the freezing point. The 
vegetable organisms were originally ab- 
sorbed by plants and animals on the earth's 
surface or in the shallow waters, and it is 
estimated that three-fourths of the deposits 
now covering the bottom of the ocean have 
at some time passed through the alimen- 
tary canals of marine animals.

( Circuit Judge for the District of 
a # Alaska, has a larger circuit to cover

The Judge has just returned to Sitka from 
@ little official trip of 6800 miles, during 
Which he transacted a considerable amount 
He was gone a little 
More than two months. 

Judge Johnson is the eighth man to hold 
this office. He was appointed by President 
IMeKinley in August, 1897. His salary is 
$200 a year, with an official residence at 
Sitka, the capital of Alaska. 

The law provides for the holding of court 
on the first Monday in May of each year 
Qt Sitka, the first: Monday in Nevember at 
Port Wrangel, and also at such other times 
and places as the Judge may designate. 
os Court was held in 1898 at Sitka, Juneau

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After leaving Dawson the fist stop was 
made at Eagle City where several citizens 
were naturalized and a United States com- 
missioner and a Deputy United States mar- 
sha) were appointed. 

The boat was held one day at: Bagle City 
for the transaction of the court’s business 
and then went on to Circle City, so called 
because it is under the artic circle. It is 
thte most northerly point in the United 
States where a court is held, if not in the 
whole world. Certainly there is no point 80 
far north where a court of equal jurisdiction 
and dignity as a United States District 
Corvrt is held. 

Here the court remained eight days and 
here was convened the first grand jury ever 
held in the Yukon country. 

A number of indictments were found, but 
all cases were continued until July of next 
year, as witnesses were mining in inacces- 
sible places, the lawyers were not ready, 
and winter was approaching. 

Ordinarily the approach of winter does 
not Interfere with holding a court, but in 
this instance winter meuns seven or eight 
months of absolute exclusion from the out- 
side world or a trip of 1200 to 1600 miles on 
foot or in a dog sled over the ice and snow 
im a temperature of anything from 30 to 
60 degreeg below zero. 

(Most of the cases presented by the grand 
jury were for assault and were all pen!- 
tentiary.cases. The prisoners will be held 
until July, 1900, in a log jail which is a 
rude and uncomfortable structure, and so 
insecure that, if, being a fugitive from jus- 
tice in the wilds of Alaska were not a 
great deal worse and more dangerous than 
being held a prisoner on any charge what- 
ever, those confined there would get out on 
very short notice. 

The continuance of criminal cases for an 
entire year may seem to be a hardship and 
may really be so, considering the possibill- 
ties of innocence and the diécomforts of jail 
accommodations, but the expense of getting 
prisoners to Gitka and the difficulty of se- 
curing Witnesses make any other plan im- 
possible. A witness is allowed §2 a day and 
10 cents a mile, but the trip in and out 
requires six months of time and the ex- 
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and officials will not demand it of them 
under the circumstances. The matter re- 
solves into a question of hardship between 
the innocent and the presumably guilty, and 
the innocent get the benefit, as should be. 

At Fort Rawlins and Anvic stops were 
made long enough to appoint commissioners 
and deputy marshals and the court pro- 
ceeded to St. Michael's, at or near the 
mouth of the Yukon River. Here no*court 
was heli, but the second and last Coroner's 
case came before the Judge. This was for 
$656, and represented an outlay for two 
months’ search through the frozen interior, 
with Indians and dogs, for a body. The 
body was found and an inquest was held, 
but the Judge did not consider that the 
Coroner was justified in the outlay, and he 
was allowed only the legal $. 


From St. Michael's the court went over 
to Cape Nome and Anvil City and remained 
for eight days. Here twenty-two suits, in- 
voiving tities to property worth in 
neighborhood of $10,000,000 was brought and 
were continued untif next year, owing to 
lack of time to get them at issue. Nearly 
all the best properties at Anvil City ané 
Cape Nome are in litigation, and the titles 
must be settled by the court. 

Karluk was not.reached owing to the 
storm and earthquake of September 10 and 
18, which drove the McCulloch out to sea 
and heid her up for 37 hours. She finally 
reached Kodiak, the prettiest town in 
Alaska. Here a launch Was sent 2% miles 
to the [sland of Afarquiak for a dozen or 
more men who wanted to be naturalized 
when ‘the court came. 


Valdes, another piace calling for the sery- 
ices of the Judge, had to be passed, owing 
to fogs and bad weather, and Yakitat was 
the next place made. The people there, 
chiefly Indians, were so frightened by the 
comtinued earthquake shocks, which begun 
a week or ten days’ earlier, that no busi- 
mess was done, 

Sitka, the last point, was made 48 hours 
later, after beating about a fog-laden, un-~ 
lighted, unmarked, rock-bound entrance to 
the injland passage for 2 hours, and Judge 
Johnson was once more at his headquarters 
after two months of time and about 5000 
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beneath it. 

According to a paper read by Sir John 
Murray before the British Association the 
area occupied by these deeps is estimated 
at 7,152,000 geographical square miles, or 
about 7 per cent of the water surface of 
the globe. Within them over 250 soundings 
been recorded, of which 2% exceed 
24,000 feet, including three exceeding 90,000 
feet. Depths exceeding 24,000 feet have 
been recorded within eight of the deeps, 
in the North Atlantic within the Nares 
deep, in the Antarctic within the Ross deep, 
in the Banda Sea within the Weber deep, 
in the North Pacific within the Challenger, 
Tuscarora and Supau deeps, and !n the 
South Pacific within the Aldrich and Rich- 
ards deeps. Depths exceeding 30,000 feet 
have been hitherto recerded only within 
the Aldrich deep of the South Pacific, to the 
east of the Kermadecs and Friendly Is- 
lands, where the greatest depth Is 6155 
fathoms, er 630 feet more than five geo- 
graphical miles, being about 2000 feet more 
below the level of the sea than the summit 
of Mount Everest, In the Himalayas, is 
above it. 

It is estimated that 92 per cent of the 
sea floor has a temperature lower than #

degrees Fahrenheit. The temperature at 
the floor of the Indian Ocean is under 35 
degrees. A similar temperature occurs over 
a large part of the South Atlantic and 
certaing parts of the Pacific, but at the

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HE statement made by Dr. T. D. 
7: Crothers of Hartford, Conn., before 
the New York State Medical Asso- 
chation that 21 per cent of the physicians 
of this country use morphine, whisky, co- 
caine or similar drugs, has elicited con- 
siderable comment among physicians, Some 
of these comments furnish the strongest 
possible corroboration of Dr. Crothers’ as- 
sertion, while attempting to deny it. 

It may astonish some physicians,.to learn 
that throughout Missouri, Arkansas and 
neighboring States the known and acknow!l- 
edged percentage of physicians who are ad- 
dicted is 5 to 6 per cent, and if those -~who 
do not acknowledge the habit were taken 
into consideration I do not know where the 
percentage would stop. 


I cannot, through an ethical sense, quote 
statistics or mention work in this connec- 
tion, but if Dr. Carpenter will call at my 
office I shall undoubtedly convince him of 
some most startling facts. The trouble 
comes from physicians knowing the physio- 
logical qualities of narcotics without con- 
sidering the pathological conditions prvu- 
duced by them. If they did, neither would 
they use them, mor fail to cure the ones 
addicted. A man may take 100 doses of 
morphine in an unlimited time without be- 
coming its victim, but né man can tako 
100 doses at the rate of three or four a 
day without falling. If he thinks to the 
contrary, let him try to stop it for #4 hours 
and Mé will find am intoleraole aching in 
the limbs, back and stomach, Then a stage 
of. semi-insanity shortly accompanies the 
pains, with an insatiable nervous thirst for 
—something. Can he voluntarily stop it? 
Ask the *victim and his answer will awaken 
all your senses. Watch the cocaine fiend in 
all his tremors and hideous visions—can 
he stop it? Note his answer. Ask them 
all how they became addicts. Mark down 


fession will not grieve. 

It is a lamentable fact with such a siren 
and enemy in our midst the unfortunate 
victims have to have recourse to various 
institutions for cure. That, in tself, dem- 
opstrates the general ignorance of physi- 
clans tn this matter. 

I consider Dr. Crothers’ statement a con- 
servative one, as he clans. His figures 
may be correct as to the Eastern States, 
where Puritan training leavens the lump of 
humanity, but they fall far short of the 
roark in the Western and Southern States, 
where general conditions are more changed, 

I once heard a prominent Western phy- 
sician of wide experience in such matters 
say that 60 per cent of.the physicians of 
this acquaintance were slaves to drugs alone, 
not to mention intoxicating liquors; and 
my experience tends to fully contum nis 
estimate in some localities. 

It would rather astonish the geutieman 
whe protested so much in the interview 4 
have quoted to know that there are to- 
day eight physicians in one private hos- 
pital in“St. Louis alone under treatment 
for the drug habit, as it is called. 

The truth is that. the excessive use of 
drugs is steadily and rapidly increasing, not 
only among physicians, but with the publig 
generally; and it will not do for physicians 
at least to protest innocence or ignorance 
of the facts. ‘Tis true, ‘tis pity, and pity 


‘tis “tis true.” 

The causes of the vail are not hard to 
find.

ultimate consequences. Under such pres- 
sure it is no wonder that physicians, as a 
class,.are becoming more and more reapy; § 
with the hypodermic syringe, and conge- 
quently that an ever Increasing nuinber of 
sufferers from chronic or lingering mala- 
dies find themselves at last the helpiess 
victims of the drug habit. 

The word “habit” gives us the key to 
the situation. If people, particularly phy- 
Siclans, knew that the extessive usé of 
stimulants, drugs, alcohol end the Nke waa 
not a habit at all, but a well-defined dis- 
ease, that knowledga would be a great step 
forward in medical lore; and if physicians 
generally were aware that such diseases 
can be absolutely cured, safely, quickly and 
painlessly, it would be a great boon for 
suffering humanity. 

It is astonishing how many physicians 


-speak of the us2 of drugs as a habit, and 


more or less contemptuously tell the poor 
victim that the discontinvance of the “hab- 
it’ és simply a matter of will power—that 
the way to quit is to quit. Such is the 
intolerance of ignorance. The patient tries 
to quit, fails, grows desperate with morti- 
fled pride and either loses his self-respect 
and sinks into the depths of degradation 
or else destroys the life which he cannot 
rescue from the slavery of the drug. 

Most physicians are ignorar{ of the fact 
that mo human being was ever able, of his 
own will power, to stop the use of mor- 
phine, cocaine and such drugs after it had 
become firmly fixed upon him.
